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Army’s Wisdom in Setting Up Separate Puerto Rico Dep’t Commended 


Announcement recently by the War Department that it was divorcing Caribbean 
units of the Army from control of Second Corps Area headquarters at New York, 
and setting up an independent department commanded from San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
provoked widespread favorable comment in the daily newspapers. 

Practically every paper stressed the importance of the Panama Canal and the 
need of protecting it. Following are some of the more particularized comments: 


Declares the Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch, “The American public will emphatically 
approve the establishment of a U. 8. military department in the Caribbean sea with 
headquarters in Puerto Rico as a further step in strengthening the defense of the 
Panama Canal. The time is past when fortifications in the canal zone alone are 
adequate. ... 

“The fortifications and bases on islands in the Caribbean and the others pro- 
posed for Galapagos and other strategic spots in the Pacific will serve to surround 
the vicinity of the canal with badly-needed protection, not only benefiting the United 
States but also assuring the greater safety of South American nations against ag- 
gression from overseas—nations with whom we are joined both by treaty and by 
the historic Monroe Doctrine in a pact to resist the extension of foreign influence in 
this hemisphere. It will be specifically a warning to Germany that the veiled implica- 
tions made last winter that the canal ought to be ‘internationalized’ will meet only 
the sternest refusals by the peoples of the Western World.” 


The San Angelo, Texas, 7'imes observes, “Important role the Panama Canal may 
play in case of another war is mirrored in the order placing all American possessions 
in the Caribbean under unified military command. This comes only a short time 
after the big fleet maneuvers held in that region earlier this year. 

“This order probably means that more troops and antiaircraft guns and new 
air fields will be provided for the Caribbean section.” 


The Sacramento, Calif., Bee says, “The establishment of a military department 
in the Caribbean Sea, recently announced by Secretary of War Harry Woodring, will 
create a new line of defense for the Panama Canal and help safeguard the United 
States from outside aggression. 

“Centrally located at the military reservation at San Juan, P. R., it not only 
will be able to defend the canal but will be in a position also to direct the defense 
of the Gulf of Mexico and the gulf states and to prevent hostile powers from estab- 
lishing bases within striking distance of the American continent. Thus is Uncle Sam 
taking steps to meet the threat of invaders who are casting longing eyes at Central 
und South America.” 


The Savannah, Ga., News states, “The notable fact about the creation of the 
new military department of Puerto Rico is that this precaution should have been so 
long delayed. The arrangement involves a reorganization of the Army posts through- 


out the Caribbean region, to put them under their own headquarters in San Juan, 
P. R. Heretofore they have been treated aggan appendage of the Second Corps Area, 
commanded from Governors Island, N. Y.@some 1,500 miles away.” 


The Wilmington, Del., Journal observes, “Designation of Puerto Rico as a special 
military area like Hawaii and the nine Corps Areas in the United States is one of the 
more important moves in the new American defense program, now taking shape... . 

“The new order creating a special military department is apt to be unimpressive 
to the lay mind because it is merely a shift in administrative control. ... But this 
shift of control is a significant indication of our growing awareness of the importance 
of the Caribbean in our defense plans. It is not that we expect to be attacked at 
Puerto Rico any more than at Hawaii, which is now the most strongly fortified and 
most impregnable naval base in the world. But we want to be sure that our defenses 
are adequate to meet any potential threat, and the new status given Puerto Rico is 
an important step in that direction.” 


The Dallas, Texas, News comments, “Defense of the Panama Canal and of our 
Caribbean possessions will be bolstered by the construction of a strong naval and 
air base at San Juan in Puerto Rico, as well as by measures taken in the Canal 
Zone. The War Department has designated Puerto Rico as a special military de- 
partment like Hawaii and the nine corps areas in the United States, and large ex- 
penditures are expected to be made in strengthening the island as a base... . 

“The Caribbean republics, no less than the United States itself, will gain relief 
from this important defense measure. Two decades ago, these small nations feared 
‘the Colossus of the North” more than they feared European aggressors, but now 
the situation is reversed and help from Uncle Sam is welcomed in warding off possible 
invasion from the other side of the Atlantic. The program for Puerto Rico will make 
European dictators hesitate to head any expeditionary force toward the Caribbean 
or Central America.” 


The Danivile, Ill., Commercial News says, “Establishment of an Army depart- 
ment of the Caribbean by order of Secretary Woodring, with approval by the Presi- 
dent, is a natural step in strengthening America’s defenses. 


“Importance of the Caribbean area from the naval viewpoint has long been 
recognized. Between the circling islands run the channels of approach to the Panama 
Canal, that vital link which permits the United States to shift its warships from one 
ocean to the other, while denying the same facility to an enemy. From a Caribbean 
station the fleet can cover both the sea lanes to much of South America and to our 
Atlantic Coast. 

“To assure firm protection of Caribbean bases, particularly the big air field 
planned at Puerto Rico, cooperation of Army and Navy is required, as is emphasized

TANKS 


HE armoring of tractors and their 

conversion into moving fortresses, 
first practiced by the British at Cambria 
during the World War, shouldn’t really 
have caused all the excitement it did, for 
the tank, really, is one of the oldest of 
wur weapons. 

First tanks were probably the Roman 
legionnaires who placed their rectangular 
shields about and above them to form a 
protective cover under which they ad- 
vanced. Or perhaps, more properly the 
first tanks were the war elephants of 
Carthage and other nations. And through 
the ages the development of the tank con- 
tinued unabated. 

The Scots in 1456 had a tank consisting 
of a platform under which were horses— 
entirely unprotected—and on which were 
soldiers to rain down fire on the enemy, 
provided the latter didn’t early in the 
game put the living “engines” out of com- 
mission. Later models were covered 
bodies on wheels, pushed by the crew, who 
walked upon the ground. 

And even today it is difficult to draw 
the line of demarkation between the 
armored combat car and the armored 
tractor, especially since some of the 
former four-wheel drive machines will go 
nearly every place a tank can. 

Still the greatest of all wars found the 
Germans unprepared for the reintroduc- 
tion of the tank... 

The tank has “come back” as a military 
yveapon, and though its weaknesses have 
been exposed—as discussed in an earlier 
article on Antitank Defense in this col- 
umn—no nation, and that includes the 
United States, is inclined to minimize 
their importance or to attempt to relegate 
them to oblivion. 

America is, with funds provided in its 





Fiscal Year 1940 supply bill, going to 
double, approximately, the number of 


light and medium tanks in its Regular 
Infantry, and increase substantially the 
number assigned to the 18 tank com- 
panies of the National Guard infantry 
divisions. 

The tanks to be ordered will, for the 
first time, probably be constructed en- 
tirely by private industry. This is an in- 
novation for peace time, previously all 
tanks having been assembled at the Rock 
Island arsenal, but the decision to let 
contract for construction of the new ma- 
chines is in line with the policy of prepar- 
ing industry for production of war mate- 
rial in time of emergency. 

Slight changes will be made in the 
tanks over the models which have been 
supplied during the past few years. For 
the most part these changes are minor, 
but if a recommendation of the Infantry 
is carried out, both the light and medium 
tanks will be equipped with a 37-mm gun, 
in addition to the caliber .30 and .50 ma- 
chine guns now carried. 

Criticisms laid against the light tanks 
used in the recent Spanish Civil War, do 
not apply to this country’s light tanks, 
Army officers believe. For one thing, the 
light tank, weighing approximately 10% 
tons, is about 4 tons heavier, is more 
heavily armored than the foreign tanks, 
and has a vastly tougher armor. “Boiler 
plate,” Infantry officers scornfully char- 
acterize some of the armor on foreign 
tanks, while they state proudly that both 
our light and medium tanks are the equal 
of any in the world. 

Still, the perfection of antitank wea- 
pons has changed the role of the light 
tank, as Major General Lynch, chief of 
infantry, recently succinctly explained to 
the House Appropriations Committee: 
“The primary purpose of the tank in the 
ittack is to dominate hostile machine 
cuns. For this mission the light tank ap- 
peared to be adequate prior to the appear- 
ince of the antitank gun. The latter wea- 
pon has made it necessary to provide two 
echelons of tanks; a leading echelon con- 
sisting of medium tanks whose mission is 
to dominate with their fire antitank guns 
Which have not been suppressed by the 
irtillery—these tanks are manned and 
urmed so as to be capable of a consider-

The fourth tabulation of returns in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL’sS survey of 
promotion list officers shows an increase 
in the percentage of the total number of 
officers expressing favor with the Wood- 
ring age-in-grade retirement plan. Of the 
total of this week’s tabulation on the first 
1,800 returns 67 percent favor the pro- 
posed measure. The first week, when 300 
returns were tabulated, 63 percent fav- 
ored the measure ; the second week, when 
300 additional were tabulated, bringing 
the total to 600, 64 percent favored the 
measure. Last week 600 additional were 
tabulated, making a total of 1200 of 
which 66 percent favored the measure. 

The returns by branches show the 
colonels indicating approval of the pro- 
posed measure by a percentage of only 
approximately 32 percent, virtually un- 
changed from last week. Both the lieuten- 
ant colonels and majors dropped off a 
little, showing approximately 62 and 63 
percent in favor of the bill as against a 
fraction higher last week. The captains 
too, fell off a little, showing approximately 
75 percent in favor of the measure. Both 
the first and second lieutenants, however, 
increased their percentage in favor of 
the plan, the first lieutenants increasing 
from 87 percent last week to 89 percent 
this week, and the second lieutenants rais- 
ing from 73 percent to 79 percent. 

By arms and services the greatest 
change in percentage from last week's 
tabulation is revealed in the Air Corps, 
which last week showed 67 percent in 
favor of the measure, while the total this 
week showed a percentage of 77 percent 
approving the plan. This makes the Air 
Corps indicating a preference second only 
to that of the Cavalry, which favored the 
bill by more than 79 percent, and equal to 
the Corps of Engineers which this week 
showed a 77 percent preference as op 
posed to 74 percent last week. 

Increases were also shown in the 
Quartermaster Corps whose percentage 
increased from 46 to 47, the Finance De 
partment which rose from 52 percent to 
53: and the Ordnance Department which 
jumped from 66 to 69 percent. 

Decreases were shown in the Adjutant 
General’s Department which dropped 
from 14 percent in favor of the plan to 
11 percent ; the Judge Advocate General's 
Department which fell from 36 to 30 per- 
cent; the Signal Corps from 76 percent

Award Navy Contracts 

The Navy Department yesterday an 
nounced the award of contracts for 24 
vessels totaling 159,800 tons—the largest 
single set of awards made in years. Inv 
cluded in the program, which will cost 
approximately $350,000,000, were two 45,- 
000 ton battleships, one of which will be 
constructed at New York and the other 
at Philadelphia Navy Yard, Contract also 
was awarded for the Carrier Hornet to 
Newport News Ship Building and Dry 
Dock Company; four light cruisers of 6,- 
000 tons each—the Atlanta, Juneau to 
Federal 8S. B. & D. D. ©o., and the San 
Diego and San Juan to Bethlehem Steel 
Company. 

Other awards were: 

Kight destroyers, all of 1,630 tons each, 
two to Bath Iron Works, two to Fed- 
eral, two to Boston Navy Yard, and two 
to Charleston Navy Yard. 

Seven submarines, three to Electric 
Boat Company, three to Portsmouth Navy 
Yard and one to Mare Island Navy Yard. 

Two 1,650 ton seaplane tenders to 
Puget Sound Navy Yard. 

General Motors Corporations received 
a contract to the amount of $2,606,000 for 
three sets of propelling machinery for 
submarines on which bids were opened 
last Friday. 





Line Selection Amendments 

With Senator David I. Walsh, Chair- 
man of the Senate Naval Affairs Com 
mittee, absent from Washington for the 
greater portion of the week, no further 
action has been taken on the bill amend 
ing the Navy Line Selection Act of 1938 
which is before the committee. 

Senator Walsh probably will call his 
committee into executive session early 
next week to begin consideration of the 
various amendments contained in the bill 
as it passed the House. The committee 
already has held extensive public hear 
ings on the bill, with Rear Adm. J. ©. 
Richardson, Chief of the Bureau of Navi 
gation, presenting the Navy Department’s 
views on the various amendments and 
with several Navy officers appearing to 
support amendments designed to retain 
fitted officers, not designated for reten 
tion, on active duty for the same periods 
of service prescribed for fitted officers 
designated for retention and to increase 
the retired pay of fitted officers promoted 
and retired.

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Group Plans to Report 
Woodring Bill Tuesday 


The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week agreed to accept the Woodring 
age-in-grade retirement plan. 


Meeting in executive session Thursday 
morning, the committee heard Brig. Gen. 
Lorenzo D. Gasser, assistant chief of 
staff G-1, explain the War Department 
amendments he had offered two weeks 
ago. The group then decided to incorpo- 
rate the proposed amendments, together 
with the committee-sponsored amend- 
ment guaranteeing credit for at least 23 
years service to those forced out under 
the plan, into the original bill, reintroduce 
it under Chairman May's name, and then 
to meet again next Tuesday, June 6, with 
a view to reporting it favorably to the 
House. The entire session lasted less than 
25 minutes, the members being in a hurry 
to get on the floor of the House were the 
‘Townsend plan was scheduled for a vote. 

In accordance with the committee's 
decision, Representative Andrew J. May 
introduced the consolidated bill yesterday 
and announced that he will go before the 
Rules committee as soon as they will 
grant him a hearing and seek to secure 
u rule for early consideration of the 
measure by the House. 

In the meantime, Senator Sheppard, 
chairman of the Senate Military Affairs 
committee, gave the first indication that 
his committee will take up the Woodring 
Plan. Senator Sheppard stated definitely 
that if the measure be passed by the 
House his committee will take it up. 

To date the Senate Committee has 
shown little interest in the age-in-grade 
retirement plan. In fact, Senator Shep- 
pard states that the members of his com- 
mittee have never mentioned the proposal 
at any meeting. The measure has not 
even been introduced in the Senate, al- 
though it was sent to that body at the 
same time it was sent to the House, 
Senator Sheppard said, however, that he 
has given considerable thought to the 
plan but has thought it best to await 
House action. He said it would expedite 
matters for his committee to have copies 
of the testimony presented before the 
House committee before starting its own 
hearings.

able degree of self-defense at some dis- 
tance from supporting infantry; and ac- 
companying tanks which do not ordinar- 
ily advance beyond the close support of 
infantry but maintain close contact with 
1” 

Discussing the heavy tank, General 
Lynch said, “Thus far I have not advo- 
cated the construction of heavy tanks be- 
cause they can be moved into the combat 
zone only on railroads, and because their 
radius of action is extremely limited due 
to the fact that but few highway bridges 
will bear their weight.” 

Some of the heavy tanks in use guring 
the world war attained vast weights 
though their armor was no thicker, if as 
thick, as that now used, (By comparison 
the present medium tank weighs about 
17% tons.) In fact, both the light and 
medium tank now carry one-inch armor, 
the difference in weight and size being 
due to the extra crew member carried in 
the bigger medium tank, and the greater 
urmament. The light tank has a crew of 
four men; the medium tank, five. 

At present the Regular Infantry has 
but two tank units, the 66th Infantry, 
consisting of three battalions of light 
tanks, and the 67th Infantry which has 
but a single company of medium tanks. 
There are in addition, six complete divi- 
sion tank companies and two division 
tank companies of one platoon each. 
These units are now equipped with new 
tanks, all purchases having been made 
since 1935, the year in which the French 
Renault model, in use during the World 
War, was declared obsolete. 

New 1940 orders call for a substantial 
number of light and medium tanks, Since 
no new troops are provided for the tank 
units and since it is not believed the two 
divisional platoons will be expanded, all 
tanks will go to existing units, and it 
seems logical to assume that the division 
tunk companies will benefit in some mea- 
sure, 

The National Guard will also receive an 
allotment of light tanks which it may dis- 
tribute at its discretion. Its announced 
policy is to prorate the machines among 
its 18 companies which now have two 
tanks each. Even if three or four new 
machines are added to each company, 
they will still be far under the 17 tanks 
allotted to each company in a tank regi- 
ment or the 18 to each division tank 
company, in war time, but will at the same 





time have about all the apparatus a Na- 
tional Guard tank company at mainte- 
nance strength can handle. 

What the War Department will do with 
its new tanks is problematical. Since no 
increases in personnel are authorized they 
must go to existing units—the regiments 
or the division tank companies or both. 
later, it may ask for additional men; 
may, perhaps, ask for activation of parts 
of the other two tank regiments—the 68th 
and 69th Infantry—which now exist only 
on paper. In fact the War Department 
has intimated to Congress that it would 
like to have two light and one medium 
tank regiments. . 

But still the procurement of the new 
machines cannot be regarded as other 
than a distinct step forward in defensive 
preparations, for after all, America’s 
problem in war is not of obtaining men to 
man its weapons, but of obtaining wea- 
pons for its men, and through this order 
some part of those weapons will be at 
hand. What is more, if industry gets the 
orders, the private production line will 
have received an education in tank manu- 
facture denied it since the Great War. 





General Moseley Testifies 

Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
USA-Ret., appeared before the House 
Committee Investigating Un-American 
Activities this week to answer questions 
as to his reported affiliations with anti- 
semetic groups. 

General Moseley told the committee 
that he has never in any way been con- 
nected with any of the groups which the 
committee has under investigation and 
that he has refused even honorary mem- 
bership in them. He said that while he in 
some cases agrees with the missions of 
the groups, he does not approve of the 
methods employed. 

In beginning his testimony before the 
committee he was requested to give a 
brief outline of his service record, which 
he did. He then requested permission to 
read into the record a prepared state- 
ment, but Acting Chairman Healey, of 
Mass., insisted that he confine his testi- 
mony to direct answers to questions. Later 
he was permitted to read his statement 
after which it was struck from the record. 

General Moseley charged that the Army 
is not permitted to investigate the ac- 
tivities of the “enemies within our gates,” 
and that President Roosevelt could meet 
the “communist menace in five minutes by 
discharging every communist and every 
person who gives aid and comfort to the 
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communists.” He said that he has, on 
several occasions, called the attention of 
General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff of 
the Army, to communist activities di- 
rected at the Army.

Criticizes Age-in-Grade Plan 
Former Brig. Gen. Hugh 8S. Johnson in 

his syndicated newspaper column “One 

Man’s Opinion” on May 31 attacked the 

proposed age-in-grade retirement plan. 

His column, reprinted by permission of 

United Feature Syndicate, follows: 

“New York—Some time ago this column 
discussed the ‘age-in-grade’ proposal for the 
Army, now being discussed in Washington. 
It is rumored to be another brainstorm of 
the Tommy Corcoran governmental steering 
committee of bright young men. I don’t know 
about the rumor, but I do know from my 
mail and personal contacts that it is inject- 
ing apprehension and uncertainty and a sense 
of injustice into a service that ought to be 
thinking about other things. 

“Briefly to repeat, this is the problem: A 
great bloc of officers of about the same age 
were commissioned in the regular Army from 
our World War emergency army. Due to this 
and later legislation, the Army is top-heavy 
with captains of high rank and field officers 
(majors, lieutenant colonels and colonels). 

“Promotion to the grade of captain is auto- 
matic after 10 years of service but, after that, 
it depends on creation of vacancies by death, 
resignation or retirement. ‘Few die, none re- 
sign.’ A result is that younger officers now in 
service can’t look forward to real promotion 
until the very end of their careers. They must 
vegetate in the grade of captain until they 
are grandfathers. Meanwhile, higher com- 
mands will be held exclusively by an aging 
group. 

“An administration guided by bright young 
men who don’t even care for experience on 
the Supreme Court has a short-cut solution. 
If a man isn’t a major, for example, by the 
time he is, say 40, a lieutenant colonel by, 
say 45, or a colonel by 50, force him to retire 
on three-qtarter pay without allowances—or 
even less. Kick him into the discard and keep 
him in idleness at Government expense. That 
will make plenty of vacancies and the young 
men can move up. 

“Tt is absolutely necessary that they should 
move up with sufficient certainty and in rea- 
sonable time to keep up their spirits, preserve 
the flow of youth into the higher grades and 
prevent higher command from becoming an 
old soldiers’ home. But to do that by shelv- 
ing faithful and efficient officers by some arbi- 
trary rule of age, thru no fault of theirs and 
without regard to merit or national interest, 
is a piece of destructive, extravagant and 
high-handed folly, which the public would 
condemn if it understood what it is proposed 
to put over. 

“This indiscriminate and unnecessary load- 
ing of the Army retired list with idle, able- 
bodied citizens, trained from boyhood to early 
middle age in their own profession, but for 
that reason, helpless in another, threatens the 
existence of that list. If you take away or 
impair that right, you destroy the morale of 
the Army. But civilians won’t have much 
sympathy with the retirement system if they 
see it perverted to maintain great numbers of 
useful professional soldiers in idleness until 
death. 

“Also, the Government has a large invest- 
ment—easily $100,000—in the education and 
training of these men. In war, they would 
be the indispensable ‘short-age’ item. Recog- 
nizing this, for both Army and Navy, we 
maintain and purpose to use in war thou- 
sands of reserve officers with only a smatter- 
ing of military education—and purpose thus 
to scrap many of our small number of the 
perfected product. This unnecessarily threat- 
ens the health, safety and lives of tens of 
thousands of such soldiers as will have to be 
entrusted to the uninstructed care of amateur 
officers. 

“If regular officers are unfit, physically, 
mentally or professionally, they should be 
weeded out unmercifully. Since any excellent 
officer should attain the various fleld grades 
at certain ages, or after certain service, pass 
a law and make it so as it is now for grades 
up to captain. It would cost no more in dol- 
lars than this mad extravagance, it would save 
thousands of lives and retain services of in- 
ealeulable value in war, and it would preserve 
to the Army a necessary sense of justice and 
common sense in its high command. This is 
far more serious than it seems. It deserves 
universal protest.” 


General Marshall in Brazil 
Dispatches from Brazil this week told 
of the warm welcome being extended to 
Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, USA, dur- 
ing the course of his present tour of mili- 
tary and air installations in Brazil. At 
Rio de Janeiro, President Getulio Vargas 


conferred on General Marshall the rank 
of grand official in the military order of 
merit. 





Property “In the Military Service” 

Private property, belonging to an Army 
officer, which is lost or destroyed while in 
rented quarters, when no public quarters 
are available, is “in the military service” 
within the meaning of the Act of March 
4, 1921, 41 Stat., 1436. 

The United States Court of Claims in a 
decision announced May 29, 1939, in the 
case of Franz J. Jonitz vs. The United 
States, where the oflicer resided in rented 
quarters and his private property in such 
quarters was destroyed by the action of 
flood waters during the Ohio River flood 
in 1937, while the officer was engaged in 
saving human life and property belonging 
to the United States held that the prop- 
erty was “in the military service,” and 
that the officer was entitled to recover 
the value thereof. 

The Comptroller General held that the 
United States was not liable for the prop- 
erty so lost because it was in a private 
building and not on Government property 
in public quarters, and was not, there- 
fore, “in the military service.” But the 
Court said that the Act itself contains no 
language which can be construed as mean- 
ing that unless the property is within the 
boundaries of a Government reservation 
it is not “in the military service.” 

Ansell, Ansell & Marshall were at- 
torneys for the plaintiff.

Would Grant Special Retirement 

The Ifouse Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on a_ bill 
that would grant the retired pay of a 
Chief Pharmacist’s Mate, USN, to Harry 
W. Jarvis, who has for some time been 
on duty in the Capitol dispensary. The 
committee’s report states: 

The purpose of this bill, as amended, is to 
permit the chief pharmacist’s mate, United 
States Navy (Harry Wesley Jarvis), who on 
April 26, 1938, and at the present time is 
regularly detailed to duty at the dispensary 
of the United States Capitol, to retire with 
the commissioned warrant rank of chief 
pharmacist and with the retired pay of a 
chief warrant officer of more than 10 years’ 
service and with a ereditable record, The net 
fiseal benefit which would result to Jarvis 
as a result of the enactment of this measure 
would be an increase in his retired pay of ap- 
proximately $37 per month. 

The committee feels that Mr. Jarvis is en- 
titled to this small increase of retired pay 
by reason of his long and faithful service, 
part of which was performed at the western 
front in’ France, The committee further 
deems it fitting that this recognition be ae- 
corded Mr, Jarvis because of his skillful per- 
formance of duty and his great devotion 
thereto far beyond that which might ordi- 
narily and reasonably be expected of him 
during his tour of duty in the Capitol dis- 
pensary where he has so effectively adminis- 
tered to the physical needs of the Members 
of the Congress. 





Pyro to be Recommissioned 

The USS Pyro, old Navy ammunition 
ship since 1919, is due to he recommis- 
sioned July 1, it was learned this week. 

A sister ship of the present ammuni- 
tion carrier Nitro, the Pyro was built at 
Puget Sound Navy Yard in 1919, is 489 
feet 9 inches long, displaces 7,025 tons, 
and is capable of a speed of 13° knots, 
Though she has been out of commission 
some time, funds,for her recommission- 
ing were included in the Navy supply bill 
just signed since ammunition carrying 
work overtaxed the capabilities of the 
Nitro.

The House also passed 
the bill empowering the President to fix 
the number of warrant and commissioned 
warrant officers in the Marine Corps. At 
present, this number is fixed by statute.

U. S. COAST GUARD 








Legislation completely reorganizing the 
Coast Guard and the Lighthouse Service, 
in order to carry out that part of the 
President’s second reorganization plan 
which consolidates the two agencies, will 
shortly be proposed to Congress, 

Reliable information indicates that 
Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, comman- 
dant of the Coast Guard, considers his 
instructions to be to effect a consolidation 
of the Coast Guard and the Lighthouse 
Service. And that will mean, it is indi- 
eated, complete redistricting, induction 
of the Lighthouse Service personnel into 
the military establishment of the Coast 
Guard, and establishment of a single pro- 
motion list for both agencies. 

There will be no semblance of a sepa- 
rate service. 

The general plan of the consolidation 
will be to take into the Coast Guards 
military establishment lighthouse super- 
intendents and other personnel as far as 
practicable, in ranks, grades and ratings 
analogous to the pay and responsibilities 
they now have. Such personnel as will be 
entitled to commissions will be inducted 
into the Coast Guard line, taking appro- 
priate places in order of precedence with 
other officers of the Coast Guard in order 
to form a single promotion list. 

The Commissioner of Lighthouses and 
a number of district superintendents are 
understood to have promised cooperation 
in this plan, though there is regret over 
the passing of the Lighthouse Service as 
an independent agency. 

A study is being made, it was indicated, 
of a new system of Coast Guard districts 
Which will replace the present Coast 
Guard divisions and districts and the 
Lighthouse districts. The new Coast 
Guard district commanders will be 
analogous to the present division com- 
manders and will have on their staffs all 
hecessary specialists. 

The new district commander will be 
responsible for carrying out both the pres- 
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ent work of the Coast Guard and the 
Lighthouse Service. The present officers 
who have the rank of district commander 
will be a part'of his staff, and will be 
blanketed into the line of the Coast Guard. 

Twenty-three graduates of the Coast 





Guard Academy at New London, Conn., 
May 2 were told by Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau that they were 
entering a service dedicated to peace and 
the saving of lives. 

That the nation is appreciative of the 
etliciency of the Coast Guard has been 
demonstrated by the new responsibilities 
recently entrusted to it. “It is a tribute 
both to the seamanship of the Coast 
Guard,” Secretary Morgenthau said, “and 
to its character as a school in seaman- 
ship and marine science that it has been 
entrusted by the Maritime Commission 
with the training of merchant seamen. It 
is a further tribute to your organization 
that the President has directed that the 
Lighthouse Service be consolidated with 
the Coast Guard. It is evidence that the 
President regards the Coust Guard not 
merely as a group of service branches but 
us a single organization, so well knit to- 
gether and so well managed that it is 
capable of assuming new responsibilities 
allied to its own and of discharging them 
well.” 

“Yours,” said the Secretary, “is a ser- 
vice dedicated to peace, to the conserva- 
tion, not the destruction of life. It is a 
service dedicated to the succor of men Ir- 
respective of race, creed or color. When 
there is life to be saved you do not ask 
whether a man is black, white or yellow, 
You do not pause to inquire about his re- 
ligion or politics. You do not question 
under what flag he sails. You go out. 

“Your pennant is the symbol of peace. 
Its insignia inspire hope, not fear ; friend 
ship, not rancor, It strikes terror only to 
the heart of the law-breaker. It is the 
hand of American friendship extended to 
all nations. It symbolizes a type of inter- 
nitional cooperation sorely needed in an 
era of nationalism run riot.”

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FOR A TIME THE COUNTRY WAS IN a state of high anxiety over the plight of 
the unfortunate Squalus. It followed the rescue work with grave concern. It was 
elated when the news was flashed that there were survivors in the imprisoned hull 
forty fathoms below the surface of the Atlantic, On the lips of every citizen there was 
enthusiastic praise for the heroism of members of the crew who lived, and there were 
tears of sorrow for those who had been drowned like rats in a trap. A little more time 
has passed, and public interest has turned to the efforts of the Navy to lift the sub- 
marine, Forgotten are the widows and children of the men who went to their death 
in the service of their country. It is assumed the Government will adequately provide 
for them. Let us see what the Government will do, It will give a gratuity of six 
months pay and a “peace time pension” of twenty-two dollars a month until the 
widows are 50 years of age, then twenty-six dollars until they reach 65 years of age, 
after which they will be allowed thirty dollars a month. For each dependent child 
an additional seven dollars per month will be allowed, or eleven dollars if more than 
10 years of age. If there are more than one child this rate is dropped to six and nine 
dollars per month. These meagre pension rates are the result of discriminatory laws, 
which allow to the dependents of the Regular Services, who die in line of duty in peace 
time, iess income than to the dependents of emergency and other personnel who die in 
time of war, and even to the dependents of those enrolled in the Civilian Construction 
Corps. World War dependents receive pensions ranging from thirty-five to fifty per 
cent greater than the peace time soldiers and sailors. Widows of this class under 50 
years of age get thirty dollars per month until 50 years old, then thirty-seven dollars 
and fifty cents until 65 years of age when they receive forty-five dollars a month. The 
rates for children are correspondingly higher. 

Obviously there should be equalization of peace and war pensions. More than 
this, however, there should be thorough revision of the pension system so far as it 
affects the dependents of the Regular Services, In these days when there is agitation 
for the Townsend old age pension plan of $200 per month, when Congress is talking 
about providing pensions for men who have served in its ranks, when it is known that 
people could only starve on a dollar a day, consideration should be given to taking 
care of the women and children whose husbands as soldiers and sailors lost their lives 
in preparation for National Defense. 


THE DECISION OF THE HOUSE MILITARY AFFAIRS COMMITTEE to re- 
port favorably with amendments the Woodring Age-in-grade plan, probably will lead to 
consideration of the legislation by the Senate Military Committee. There is increased 
importance, therefore, that the House as well as the Senate should know the wishes 
of the commissioned personnel, which would be affected by the passage of the bill. To 
assure accurate knowledge thereof, the Army and Navy Journal instituted the survey 
with which the Army is familiar. We are publishing this week the fourth compilation of 
the views expressed on the cards returned to us. So far as the number of cards received 
are concerned, they reflect necessarily the judgments of those who sign and mail them. 
Each mail is bringing us more, but some officers are delaying informing us of their 
attitude, probably believing that the legislative machine will grind slowly. When the 
House Committee reports next week, it is likely a rule will be sought from the House 
Rules Committee, under which there will be limited debate and a vote on the floor. 
Then the bill as an act will be transmitted to the Senate, and the Military Affairs 
Committee of that body will hold hearings and determine whether or not to report 
the measure to the Senate for its action. Both the House and Senate have given 
evidence that they intend to consider the views of the Commissioned Personnel. The 
only way in which they can learn those views, outside of the opinions expressed by 
War Department witnesses, will be through the results of the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal’s survey. It follows that every officer, if he has not filled out and mailed his card, 
should do so without further delay.

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A Press Conference 


Minutes of a meeting on June 5, 1939, of the 
Press Federation of America. 


The President: On the agenda for this meet- 
ing is the order of Admiral C. C. Bloch, Com- 
mander-in-Chief United States Fleet, direct- 
ing the Personnel under his command to be 
invariably courteous to representatives of the 
Press or other news disseminating agencies. 
Any discussion? 


Police Court Reporter: I note that the order 
places responsibility for the conduct of Press 
Relations upon the “Senior Officer Present 
Afloat.” The dictionary defines “afloat” to be 
“in a floating state or condition,” “over- 
flowed.” Well, I've a fellow feeling for him 
and I'd like to know where he gets it. 

Morgue Reporter: The word “Present” is 
ahead of Afloat and modifies it. It means that 
the senior officer is only at the moment in 
the state or condition to which you refer. 
Now as to Afloat, to get its true meaning you 
must look at the definition of the word from 
which it is derived, float. The dictionary 
suys that float is a hollow part or organ that 
supports the animal in the water as the ap- 
pendage to the foot of an janthinid or the 
pneumatocyst of a hydrozoan. Another defini- 
tion is a piece of ivory floated on the mercury 
in a barometer-tube, 

Ship News Reporter: I prefer the latter 
definition; it fits the “senior officer Present 
Afloat” that I ran into. However, they're 
all good fellows, and how they're designated 
is of no consequence. What is of greater im- 
portance is that part of the order which 
makes every officer and man a competitor, 
It's another case of government interference 
with business. 

Legislative Correspondent: You're right. 
Everybody on the fleet has got to report 
anything he thinks is of “possible news- 
worthy nature.” That transforms the entire 
Fleet into a reportorial staff, with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and the Senior Officer Afloat 
as the Editor and Managing Editor. They're 
preparing to scoop the life out of us, and put 
us out of business. Let's get our Guild to 
protest to the President, and insist if the 
Navy Personnel are to be reporters they shall 
join it and demand reporters’ scale of wages 
and hours. 

Managing Editor: I see they're especially 
to report human interest stories. Does that 
mean that the Press will be told if the ship’s 
gont butts the Admiral off the Bridge? I can 
answer that question myself. “The Com- 
mander-in-Chief takes pleasure in announc- 
ing that while at sea in Latitude N. 30 Longi- 
tude W. 118, the ship's goat left the enlisted 
men’s quarters and ambled to the Bridge, 
where he stood by the side of the Admiral 
and watched with keen interest the maneu- 
vers the latter was directing, Upon the com- 
pletion of the maneuvers, he expressed his 
approval by rubbing the Admiral’s trousers 
with his horn.” 

The President: If there is no further dis- 
cussion, I present .the following resolution: 

“Whereas, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Fleet has directed that Press 
Representatives shall be invariably received 
courteously, and 

“Whereas, he has directed that all events 
of a possible seaworthy nature be reported to 
him for transmission to the Press. 

“Therefore, Be it Resolved, that Represen- 
tatives of the Press shall be invariably 
courteous to the Commander-in-Chief, the 
Boatswain's Mate, and particularly the mess 
steward, 

“And Be it further Resolved, that Repre- 
sentatives of the Press shall not attempt to 
get information from any other than the duly 
designated Senior Officer Present Afloat or 
the Commander-in-Chief, and if such un- 
ethical attempt be made that due report shall 
be made to the Commander-in-Chief and the 
Senior Officer Present Afloat, and they or 
either are hereby authorized to inflict such 
punishment as may be deemed advisable even 
if it be to listen to the human interest stories 
which the Commander-in-Chief will relate.”

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—On Wednesday of last week, Prime Minister Chamberlain advised 
the House of Commons that he had “every reason to hope” that a full agreement 
between Great Britain and Russia would be reached by June 5. A week later, the new 
Soviet Foreign Commissar, uddressing the closing session of the Supreme Soviet, 
disclosed that the British proposal was not satisfactory because it failed to guarantee 
protection for all countries, without exception, lying along Russia’s western borders. 
These countries include Latvia, Esthonia, Finland, Lithuania, and Poland, The 
guarantee would apply also to Roumania and Turkey. ; 

It is true the Russian Commissar stated that the latest British proposal was a 
step forward, but it is apparent if his Government is to become a party to the encircle- 
ment of Germany, it will have to be assured of unrestricted British and French support 
in case of war. It is expected that the British Government will go farther than it has 
to date in attempting to satisfy Russian desires, Already it has admitted the principle 
of alliance with Moscow. It is now # matter of putting that principle into effect as 
the Soviets desire. Whether any real progress cun be made to that end remains to 
be seen. Stalin has no purpose to become embroiled in war. It may well be he is hope- 
ful that through the threat implied in the negotiations with the British and French, 
the Axis Powers will refrain from any act of aggression which would precipitate 
war. At least that has been the result up to this time. 

While Hitler and Mussolini have been comparatively quiet since the Anglo- 
Kussian negotiations were instituted, the fact remains that they and Japan have 
been following the developments with intense concern. The conflicts on the border of 
Outer Mongolia with reported Japanese successes, may have been provoked by Japan 
in order to attract the attention of the Soviets to their vulnerability in the Far East. 
It may be, so suspicious are foreign observers in these days, that the Russians them- 
selves precipitated the clashes in order to show to the British and French the difficult 
situation their country occupies and which requires them to move with the utmost 
caution, Whatever the cause, the fact remains that Stalin and his advisers must 
keep in mind the danger of war in the Kast and therefore are under the necessity 
of getting the most comprehensive assurances of support from the British and French 
in case of European strife, and it well may be that they are striving to bring about 
a situation that will enable an understanding with Germany. 

The action of the Chilean Government in confiscating American and British oil 
properties admittedly is a consequence of the manner in which the Washington and 
london Governments have treated confiscation of the oil properties of their citizens 
by the Mexican Government. Our State Department is making representations at 
Santiago along the lines of those at Mexico City. It is evident that American interests 
are paying a big price for the Good Neighbor policy. However, the State Department 
is calling attention to the fact that in the case of the Americans whose lands in Mexico 
have been expropriated since 1927 under the agrarian program, the first check for 
$1,000,000 has been received from the Mexican Government, It is expected that full 
compensation will be extended also in the case of the oil seizures, Further it is stated 
that Chile will probably follow Mexico's procedure, and that the confiscations thus 
will pass into the realm of negotiation, 











Slate Blue Field Uniforms—The War Department has sent out instructions for 
commanding officers of the eight units in which the proposed slate blue field uniforms 
for enlisted men are being tested to expedite their reports. 

When the uniforms were distributed to the selected units last December, it was 
stated that the tests would last about a year, but it is understood that the reaction 
has been so favorable that the Department feels satisfactory reports could be made 
ut this time. It is understood that the reports are to be rendered by June 30. 

When the reports from the test units are received they will be studied and 
analyzed in the War Department with a view either to make any suggested changes 
and directing further tests or to definitely approving the uniform for issue to the 
service, 

Should it be decided to adopt the new uniform for issue, no additional appropria- 
tions would be necessary, manufacture of the old olive drab type being discontinued 
and the new type started. The plan most likely to be adopted would be to furnish the 
new uniform to certain corps areas, supplying entire units with the slate blue. This 
would afford an opportunity to exhaust the present stock of olive-drab cloth without 
loss to the Department’s appropriation. It is also planned to continue to issue the 
khaki uniform to troops in Panama and other tropical and semi-tropical regions. 

Should the slate blue field uniform be adopted for the enlisted personnel, it is 
planned eventually to add a blue dress coat and a dress cap to be worn with the 
slate-blue trousers for virtually all occasions other than field service. 

All of the present study pertains to the uniform for enlisted men. Should it be 
approved, a new study would be instituted looking toward the possibility of a 
corresponding field uniform for officers, Thus, even if the slate-blue be approved for 
enlisted men it would be sometime before any further change would be authorized 
for officers. 

The units now testing the slate-blues are: Company A, 2nd Infantry, Ft. Sheridan, 
Ill.; Company EF, 34th Infantry, Ft. George G. Meade, Md.; Troop F, 7th Cavalry, 
and Machine Gun Troop, Sth Cavalry, Ft. Bliss, Tex.; Battery B, 5th Field Artillery, 
and Battery D, 2nd Battalion, 25th Field Artillery, Madison Barracks, N. Y.; and 
Company D, Ist Infantry, and Company C, 20th Infantry, Ft. Francis E. Warren, Wyo. 


Raising of the Squalus—With the Navy Department facing the biggest submarine 
salyage job in its career, that of raising the submarine Squalus from 240 feet of water, 
off Portsmouth, N. IL, frequent changes in raising technique are being necessitated by 
conditions. For the Squalus which took 26 men to their deaths and from which 33 
others, including the commander, Lt. Oliver F. Naquin, were rescued, is the biggest 
submersible ever to sink, and she lies in a greater depth of water than either the 
5-4 or the 8-51. 

Original plans called for sealing the craft, fastening pontoons to her and by 
Dlowing her clear of water and rocking her with the pontoons, to free her from the 
bottom and raise her nearly to the top. Then, after adjustments were made for changes 
in pressure, she would be brought to the surface and towed to Portsmouth Navy Yard. 
It was then decided to raise her, first by one end, to a reasonable angle, then to raise 
the other end slightly above the first, and so bring her to the surface. 

Now, because of the intense cold and great pressure suffered by divers who must 
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perform many operations below the surface before either of these salvage methods 
can be carried out, it is proposed merely to fix one pair of pontoons forward and one 
aft to anchor chains passed under the craft. The Squalus, then raised slightly, would 
be towed inshore until she grounded again. This operation would be repeated a second 
time, with the third stage expected to bring her into water shallow enough to permit 
of easy underwater work. 

Officials decline to estimate the length of time necessary to raise the vessel. It will 
be recalled that four and a half months were required to raise the 8-51, and three 
months to raise the S-4, The Squalus is down twice as deep as they were and is 5) 
per cent larger. 

An idea of the length of time expected to be taken is obtained by the ordering 
of the gunboat Sacramento, fueled and provisioned for 30 days, to the scene of the 
tragedy, to relieve the cruiser Brooklyn. 

Meanwhile, expressions of condolence over the sinking of the Squalus have poured 
into the Navy Department. Among those expressing their regrets over the accident 
were the British Navy, the Brazilian Navy, the French Navy, the Peruvian Navy, the 
Japanese Navy, the Italian Navy, the German Navy, the Argentine Navy. 


Army GHQ Organization—In reviving the posts of Inspectors General of overseas 
and home forces, the British government has taken another command and organiza- 
tional step to make their armies ready for war. On paper there is a comparable 
plan for the American army. When General MacArthur was Chief of Staff, the 
President issued an executive order which contemplated the Chief of Staff taking 
command of the Army in the field and his deputy assuming the vacancy. The intent 
of this order was to assure complete harmony of function between the commander of 
the Field and the General Staff. Subsequently this order was modified so as to em- 
power the President in an emergency to appoint anyone he chose to have supreme 
direction in the field. However, there has been no action under the order which 
means that the sound organization planned has not been developed, and the Army 
has not had the practical experience which it would insure. It is known that General 
Craig always has favored this move—the Air Corps GHQ has demonstrated its value 

but the creation of a like organization for the entire Army can be done under the 
order only in case of emergency. As the matter is one for the promotion of efficient 
organization and as experience only can insure that efficiency, it would seem that the 
President should amend the order and create a GHQ in time of peace. In such case, 
instead of having maneuvers annually for a single Army, there should be a grand 
maneuver of all our Armies under a single directive head, and these maneuvers should 
be in cooperation with the General Staff. That is what the British have arranged for, 
und the example is one that our best Army thought feels should be followed by the 
United States. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Contract amounting to $266,000 has been let by the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks for cranes for new shipbuilding ways at Charleston 
Navy Yard, in place of the $147,000 award made last month. The latter award has 
been withdrawn. Contract totalling $58,719 has also been let for a crane foundation 
at Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts announced letting of contracts for purchase 
of $1,820,256.50 for lubricating oils. 


Bergdoll’s Confinement—In reply to efforts of newsmen to obtain further data on 
the status of Grover Bergdoll, the Army Information Service in New York this week 
announced as follows: “In response to many inquiries from the press with reference to 
the case of Grover C, Bergdoll, no new information can be given out because there 
have been no new developments. Upon apprehension of Bergdoll by the military 
authorities when he returned to New York on the SS Bremen ofMTP°25¢ 1939, he 
was confined in the U. 8S. Disciplinary Barracks, Ft. Jay, Governors Island, N. Y., to 
complete a sentence of confinement awarded by an Army court-murtial as a result of 
his trial for draft desertion in 1920. He is now in the Disciplinary Barracks and has 
commenced to serve this unexecuted portion of the confinement awarded him. In this 
respect, as well as in all other respects, he is treated as all other prisoners in the 
Barracks. His family and his attorney are permitted to visit him in accordance 
with prison regulations. His escape from confinement will be investigated in the 
usual manner. There is no other information to be given out because, as a matter 
of fact, there is no other information.” 


Navy Changes—Several changes in duties of flag officers of the Navy took place 
during the last week. Rear Adm. Harold G. Bowen, finishing his tour as engineer 
in chief of the Navy and chief of the Bureau of Engineering, was detached from that 
office May 28. Tlowever, since a successor has not yet been appointed, Admiral Bowen 
has been assigned “to duty Navy Department” in order that his advice may be avail- 
able if needed during the interim. 

Rear Adm. Thomas C. Hart, chairman of the General Board, was detached from 
that duty May 29 and will sail about June 30 for the Orient to relieve Adm. Harry E. 
Yarnell as commander in chief Asiatic Fleet late in July. Rear Adm. Frederick J. 
Horne will be acting chairman of the General Board until Rear Adm. Walton R. Sex- 
ton, commander; Destroyers, Battle Force, reports for that duty. 

Rear Adm. Joseph R. Defrees was detached from duty as director of Shore Es- 
tablishments on May 31, and will report on June 19 at San Diego, for duty as com- 
mandant, 11th Naval District and Naval Operating Base, San Diego. Rear Admiral 
Defrees’ successor has not heen designated. Rear Adm, A. T. Church is serving as 
temporary director of Shore Establishments, 

At 8:45 a.m. June 1, Rear Adm. John H. Towers was administered oath of office 
as chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics by Mr. John B. May, chief clerk of that bureau. 
Rear Admiral Towers relieved Rear Adm. Arthur B, Cook, who will assume duty on 
June 19 as commander, Aircraft Scouting Force, Flagship, USS Memphis. 

Rear Adm. Herbert F. Leary, who has been serving as chief of staff of the com- 
mander in chief, United States Fleet, since Jan, 29, 1938, reported June 1 for duty 
as director Fleet Training, Office of the Chief of Naval Operations. He relieved 
Capt. William C, Wickham who has been acting director since Jan. 31, 1989. 


Army Air Corps Mechanies—The Secretary of War, the Honorable Harry H. Wood- 
ring, stated this week that it was desired at this time to inform the eligible young 
men of the Nation of the opportunity they may have after July 1, 1939, to procure @ 
well balanced technical education in the operation, repair and maintenance of modern 
aircraft and its accessories. Under present plans, which are dependent on Con- 
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gressional Appropriations, the authorized enlisted strength of the Army Air Corps 
will be increased by 23,644 during the year July 1, 1939, to June 30, 1940. All of the 
men necessary for this increase will not be enlisted at once but will be composed of 
monthly increments as follows: During the months of July, August, September 
and October, 1939, 1200 men will be enlisted each month, for the months of November 
and December, 1939, and January and February, 1940, 1500 each month, and for the 
months of March, April, May and June, 1940, 3211 men each month, making a total 
of 23.644. Of this number the Army plans to train 19,170 as specialists in all the 
technical subjects relating to the maintenance and operation of aircraft and its ac- 
cessories. The remainder of 4,474 will be used to fill existing vacancies in Air Corps 
organizations, both in the United States and in foreign possessions, 

The number to be trained will be divided amoung selected Civilian Schools, 
Chanute Field, Ill., and Lowry Field, Colo., as follows: At Selected Civilian Schools— 
Airplane Mechanics, 1000 students. At Chanute Field, Rantoul, Ill.—Airplane 
Mechanics, 6980 students; Aircraft Mechinists, 323; Aircraft Welders, 271; Aircraft 
Metal Workers, 590; Parachute Riggers, 414 Carburtor Specialists, 240; Instrument 
Specialists, 616; Electrical Specialists, 498; Propeller Specialists, 836; Radio Repair 
and Operation, 2934 and Link Trainer Specialists, 96. At Lowry Field, Denver, Colo.— 
Aircraft Armorers, ete. 1872 students; Photography (air and ground), 600, and 
Clerks (Administration, Supply Engineering and Operations), 2400. 

In order that all applicants for enlistment may have no false impressions con- 
cerning this Army training, the following regulations and procedure will apply : 

Only regularly enlisted men of the Army will be given this training and no one 
will be trained as a civilian. The term of enlistment is three years. Anyone who 
desires to enlist should apply to the nearest Army Recruiting Office. Suitably qual- 
ified men, citizens of the United States, between the ages of 18 and 35 years are 
eligible but applicants under 21 years of age are required to have the written consent 
of their parents or guardian. 

Upon acceptance by the Recruiting officer each man then becomes a private in 
the Regular Army and is paid $21.00 per month plus board, uniforms and other 
clothing (except civilian clothes). He is then assigned to an Air Corps Station where 
he is given basic training in the duties of a soldier. During this training the soldier 
makes application to attend school in any of the foregoing selected subjects. He is 
then given tests to insure that he has the ability to pursue the course which he has 
selected. Such tests consist of a mental alertness test and a mathematical examina- 
tion which covers the subjects of arithmetic and algebra. 

If upon completion of these tests the applicant is selected to attend the mechanical 
school and receive training in one of these courses, he is then placed upon the school 
eligibility list and will be transferred to one of the above schools for training as 
vacancies occur. The present capacity of these schools is being rapidly expanded to 
accomodate the additional personnel which must be trained. However, it will be 
some time before most of the soldiers who now enlist will have an opportunity to at- 
tend the schools, but he may expect to attend any course in one of the schools some- 
time during this three year enlistment. 

Upon completion of his technical training he is then eligible for promotion within 
the Army, but if he does not care to remain in the Serviee, he can be discharged at 
the end of the 3-year period, and return to civil life as a competent technician in his 
chosen line of work. 


Steamer Lanes Abandoned—Trans-Atlantic steamships between New York and the 
English Channel are following sea tracks farther to the south than at any time 
since establishment of the International Ice Patrol after the Titanic disaster in 
April, 1912, 

Since May 5, shipping has been diverted to emergency track “A,” lowest of the 
regular steamer tracks between the two points, on recommendation of the Navy 
Ilydrographie Office and the Coast Guard. 

The Coast Guard cutter Champlain, on International Ice Patrol, reported a 
rapid movement of icebergs across the usual steamer lanes on May 28. This was after 
the shipping diversion and after it was reported that the cold wall, boundary between 
the cold Arctic current and the warm Gulf Stream, had unexpectedly shifted, 


Army Industrial College—With graduation of the 62 student officers of the Army 
Industrial College scheduled for June 19, the college has wound up its year of lectures. 
The coming week will be spent in a war game study, and the students will then leave 
for their annual trip to the Pittsburgh industrial area, 

The college will go first to McKeesport, Pa., arriving early June 12. The morn- 
ing will be spent in the new Irvin works of the Carnegie-Ilinois Steel Corporation, 
and after lunch at the plant of the Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing Co., in 
East Pittsburgh, the students will inspect that plant. 

June 13 will be spen at the Aliquippa plant of Jones and Laughlin. The officers 
will be guests of Carnegie-Ilinois for dinner. June 14, they will inspect the Aluminum 
Company of America plant at New Kensington, and in the afternoon the Homestead 
plant of Carnegie-Ilinois. On June 15 they will visit the Mesta Machine Works, 
with a tour of the Mine Safety Appliances Co. plant in the afternoon closing the tour. 

Graduation exercises will be held in the auditorium of the Public Health Service, 
June 19, with Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson making the principal address. 


Pearl Harbor Closed—The waters near the naval base at Pearl Harbor, T. IL, were 
closed by President Roosevelt this week to all vessels except those with special 
authorizations to enter. 

Pearl Harbor had long been closed to commercial traffic, except by permit, but 


this week’s order goes further, barring fishing vessels and others not classed as 
commercial traffic. 
An executive decree, the order creates the most extensive closed area in the 


territory. It indicates the strategic importance of the base and is in line with the 
recent policy of tightening regulations protecting miliary areas from would-be spies, 

Such a military zone was established last year around San Clemente Island, 
Calif., scene of war games. <A fisherman who trespassed was prosecuted in a test 
case, and the order was upheld, a substantial fine being levied. 


Finance Department—Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Boschen, chief of finance, arrived 
in San Francisco today on a tour of inspection of the Corps Area finance offices and 
of many of the disbursing offices in the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth and 
Ninth Corps Areas. From San Francisco, the general will go next to Ft. McArthur. 
He is due in Washington June 18. 
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Veterinary Corps—The Army Veterinary School has completed the manufacture 
and distribution of sufficient encephalomyelitis vaccine for the immunization against 
sleeping sickness of all horses and mules of the Regular Army, National Guard, and 
R.0.T.C. units, and the vaccination of the approximately 35,000 animals involved 
is about completed. 

In the brief period since March 3, 1939, when the mass production of this biologic 
was started, approximately 950,000 cubie centimeters of the vaccine have been made. 
This involved the handling, inoculation, and processing for vaccine of 35,785 chick 
embryos. In the manufacture of the vaccine the virus which causes the disease must 
be cultivated in developing chick embryos. 

During the spring, summer and early fall of 1988 approximately 180,000 cases 
of encephalomyelitis or “sleeping sickness” occurred among horses and mules in 
fthe United States with a mortality rate of about 21 per cent. The disease, which 
evidence indicates is transmitted by mosquitos, is now definitely known to be trans- 
missable to the human family. It is anticipated that, as a result of the vaccinations 
accomplished by the Army, encephalomyelitis will not be a problem with army horses 
and mules this year. 


Ft. Laramie Reopened—After forty-nine years, the flag of the United States again 
flies officially over Ft. Laramie, Wyo. Once the most important army outpost on the 
famed Oregon and Mormon trails, the weathered and crumbling remains of Ft. Laramie 
have been set aside as a National Monument, to be administered by the National 
Park Service of the Department of the Interior. On the morning of May 20, Acting 
Custodian Bert H. Frazier raised to the top of a newly erected flagpole an American 
flag bearing forty-eight stars on its fleld of blue, while lusty cheers rose from a 
plainly dressed crew of ERA workers engaged in rehabilitation work at the old 
fort. 

This simple ceremony contrasted strangely with one enacted on the same spot at 
sunset on April 6, 1890. Lieutenant McIvor, commanding the last detachment of sol- 
diers to occupy the post, had orders to depart with his troops on April 7, to report 
to Fort Logan, near Denver, Colorado, A final retreat was called on the broad parade 
grounds of the old fort. While uniformed men stood at attention in formation, a flag 
bearing but thirty-eight stars was lowered slowly as taps sounded and resounded for 
the last time through empty halls that would know no more the tramp of soldiers’ 
feet. This flag bore no stars for Wyoming, Utah, Arizona, Idaho, Montana, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, New Mexico, Oklahoma, and Washington. Although the 
Dakotas, Montana, and Washington became states in November, 1889, stars to repre- 
sent them were not added to the flag until July 4, 1890, when Idaho, granted statehood 
the day previously, joined her sisters as stars in the blue firmament. 

During the interval between abandonment of the army post and the establishment 
‘of the National Monument on July 16, 1938, ranchers occupied the lands. Buildings 
that had known the gaiety of army social life, the whispered rumors of Indian 
attacks along the Trail; where councils of Indian chiefs with representatives of the 
Great White Father were held, became stables and implement sheds, or met the less 
less deserving fate of rapid decay and destruction. Years of effort by patriotic citizens 
and organizations followed before money was appropriated by the 1987 legislature of 
Wyoming to purchase the site to be turned over to the Federal Government to become 
Fort Laramie National Monument. 


Recruiting Service—Reorganization and redesignation of U. S. Army Recruiting 
Districts in the Second Corps Area, was announced this week by Maj. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, commanding general of the Second Corps Area. The changes are effective 
July 1, 1989. The Syracuse Recruiting District is renamed the Northwestern New 
York Recruiting District. The Northeastern New York Recruiting District, Albany, 
was formerly the Albany Recruiting District. New York City Recruiting District, 
39 Whitehall Street, Manhattan, is redesignated the Southern New York Recruiting 
District. The Newark, N. J., Reeruiting District, Post Office Building, Newark, is 
redesignated the Northern New Jersey Recruiting District. Redesignation of the 
Oamden, N. J., Recruiting District, Post Office Building, Camden, to southern New 
Jersey Recruiting District, included also its removal to Trenton, N. J., at a later date, 
The Wilmington, Delaware, Recruiting District, Post Office Building, Wilmington, is 
redesignated the Delaware Recruiting District. 

Reaching a total of 2,379 enlistments in the Regular Army Reserve for the 
Second Corps Area, placing this Area in fourth place among the nine Army Corps 
Areas for the United States, Recruiting Officers of the several districts will unite in 
special efforts to enlist eligible former soldiers in the Regular Army Reserve before 
July 1, next. All honorably discharged ex-regulars who have not reached their 36th 
year may enlist in the Regular Army Reserve in the grade in which they were last 
discharged. Enlisted Reservists are paid at the rate of $2 a month without any 
obligation of performing active duty unless an emergency is declared by the Pres- 
ident. In that event, the Reservist receives $8 a month for each month he has been 
enlisted in the Regular Army Reserve, not to exceed $150, 


Revocable Commission Bill to be “disposed of”—Representative Andrew J. May, 
Chairman of the House Military Affairs Committee, said this week that his commit- 
tee has decided to dispose of the War Department sponsored legislation which would 
place newly commissioned officers in the Army on a revocable commission for the 
first three years of their service. The committee, he said, will take up the measure 
at its meeting on Tuesday, June 6. Mr. May refused to predict what action the group 
will take on the measure, pointing out that sentiment is divided, Principle bone of 
contention is the War Department’s announcement that if the legislation is enacted, 
regulaions will be prescribed banning marriage of officers for the first two years of 
their service. 

The measure has had rather a stormy path since it was introduced in both the 
Hlouse and Senate. The Senate Military Affairs Committee, after holding several 
hearings, reported it favorably, although several members of the committee expressed 
dissatisfaction over the proposed marriage ban, Shortly after it was reported to the 
Senate, and before any action was taken, Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, requested that the bill be recommitted to his 
committee and it has lain dormant since that action was taken, It is understood 
that Senator Sheppard’s move was made as the result of numerous letters to the 
committee and its members opposing the legislation, Recently, Senator Sheppard 
said that his committee still has the bill “under advisement.” 

Meanwhile, in the House committee, no action whatever has been taken to date. 
It was rumored that committee members are so opposed to the proposed legislation 
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that they were “pigeon-holing” it. Representative May said late this week that the 
War Department is pressing for action on the measure and that Brig. Gen. Lorenzo 
D. Gasser, Assistant Chief of Staff, will appear before the committee to state that if 
the measure is enacted, the marriage ban will not be made applicable to any cadets 
now at the Military Academy. Before the Senate committee, the War Department 
stated that it proposed to exempt only the class of 1939 from the marriage ban, but 
later announced it would postpone the ban until June 30, 1942. 

The injection of the marriage issue into the question is credited by observers with 
being the stumbling block in attempting to enact legislation creating revocable com- 
missions. Members of both House and Senate committee’s have expressed no opposi- 
tion to the theory of probationary appointments in order to “weed out” unsuitable 


officer material. 


Army Medical Department—The new executive officer to Col. James C, Magee, who 
was sworn in this week as Surgeon General of the Army, with rank of major general, 
will be Col. James FE. Baylis, now in the plans and training division of the Surgeon 
General's Office, and one of the Medical Corps most junior colonels. Colonel Baylis 
will succeed Maj. Gen. Charles R. Reynold’s executive officer, Lt. Col. Albert 8. Dabney, 
on June 27. 

Colonel Baylis was born in Mississippi March 20, 1884. He is a graduate of the 
Army War College, the Command and General Staff School, the Army Medical 
School, and has also attended Mississippi A. and M. College, where he received his 
B.8.; Tulane University, where he received degree of Doctor of Medicine, and 
Ilarvard University and Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Becoming a first lieutenant in the Medical Reserve Corps, Sept. 19, 1911, Colonel 
Baylis was called to active duty the same month. Ile was commissioned lieutenant 
colonel in the Medical Corps, National Army, Feb. 16, 1918, and was honorably 
discharged in 1920. Hlis Regular Army service is as follows: first lieutenant 1912, 
captain 1915, major 1017, lieutenant colonel 1982, and colonel May 28, 1938. 


,y Mules and Horses—The Senate this week passed the bill which authorizes 
the War Department to transfer Army horses and mules condemned as unfit for 
further military service to reputable humane societies to be put in pasture for the 
remainder of their lives. The bill has already passed the Llouse and now goes to the 
President for his signature, The legislation was inspired by the plight of nine aged 
Army mules scheduled to be destroyed at Ft. Jay, New York, 


Corps of Engineers—Graduation exercises will be held June 16 at Ft. Belvoir, Va., 
for the 36 first lieutenants and the three second lieutenants of the Corps of Engineers 
who have completed the nine months’ course of the Engineer School which began 
Sept. 15, 1938,

Approval has been obtained from the War Department for organization after 
July 1 of a second topographical battalion of the Corps of Engineers, to be known as 
the 30th Engineer Battalion (Topographic), Actual organization of the battalion will 
be undertaken about Sept. 1, using as a nucleus the additional company of the other 
topographic battalion—the 20th—which was authorized last winter, as reported in 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, Jan, 28. 

The nucleus, consisting of 6 officers and 170 enlisted men, organized into a head- 
quarters and service company, a photo mapping company and a survey company, will 
be transferred from the West Coast in October or early November and stationed, with 
the exception of the survey company, at It. Belvoir, Va. The survey company would 
go temporarily to 't. Dupont, Del., where it would engage in field surveys in strategic 
areas on the East Coast. 

Since a topographic battalion should be provided for each of the four armies and 
one for General Headquarters in time of war, according to engineers, the need of the 
second battalion, to provide a proper basis for wartime expansion, is apparent. In 
addition, presence of a battalion on each coast will enable them to participate more 
easily in field maneuvers with other branches. 

The 20th Battalion consisted of 319 men before addition of the extra company 
which will form the nucleus of the 80th. When that nucleus is withdrawn, the 29th 
will revert to 319 men, while the 80th will be built up through addition of new recruits 
to the same number. 

The topographic battalions are trained and equipped to make and duplicate on 
short order field maps while in the field. 


Quartermaster Corps—Contract for conversion of the SS Western World, old Mun- 
son Line ship, into an Army transport was let this week by the Quartermaster Corps 
with Bethlehem Shipbuilding Co., of New York, Amount of the contract was $440,000, 
a sum considerably in excess of the cost of remodeling the other Munson ship, Pan 
America, which is now in operation as the transport Hunter Liggett. 

The increased cost is due to two factors, the first being the fact that the Western 
World must be provided with fore and aft passageways which the Hunter Liggett 
already had. The second is the necessity of providing facilities for more troops aboard 
the Western World. She will carry 1,000 troops against the 726 which the Hunter 
Liggett is capable of transporting. This will necessitate larger troop galleys, wash 
rooms, more life bouts and a bigger ventilating system. 

The contract for her remodeling is to be completed July 20. Test runs will be held 
about July 15, The vessel, to be named the Leonard Wood, will sail Aug. 1 for Panama 
on her initial voyage. Aboard her will be the crew and master of the old transport San 
Mihiel, which she will replace, That vessel will be stripped to provide much of the 
equipment for the Leonard Wood. 

The Leonard Wood, like the IHlunter Liggett, was built for Munson in 1922 at 
Sparrows Point. She has a gross tonnage of 13,712, length of 517 feet, beam of 72 
feet, and speed of 18 knots, 

Orders will be issued by the War Department next week, detailing 18 of the first 
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20 officers to go to the Quartermaster Corps under the Army Expansion Act. The 
other two details from line branches will be made in July or August. 

The QMC is scheduled to get 125 officers under the Expansion Act, by the end of 
the fiscal year 1940, In September, 21 additional officers will be detailed to the QMC 
from the line, and these details will continue periodically until the entire 125 officers 
have been obtained. 


Ordnance Department—Maj. Gen. C. M. Wesson, the chief of ordnance, will speak 
tonight at Cincinnati, Ohio, before the Cincinnati Ordnance Depot and the Cincinnati 
Post of the Ordnance Association on “The Armament Program—aA Challenge to In- 
dustry.” The speech will be along the lines of the one General Wesson recently de- 
livered in Pittsburgh, but will stress the machine tool problem in wartime. General 
Wesson left Washington for Cincinnati June 1, but stopped enroute to visit the plant 
of the International Nickel Co., at Huntingdon, W. Va., yesterday. 


Army Chaplains—The Rey. N. M. Ylvisaker, of Minneapolis, Minn., was reelected 
president of the Chaplains’ Association of the Army of the United States at the asso- 
ciation’s 14th annual training conference held last week in Cincinnati. 

Also reelected were Rey. D. C. Sullivan, Westfield, Mass., as First Corps Area 
vice president ; Rey. W. T. Brundick, Woodstock, Va., as Third Corps Area vice presi- 
dent ; Rev. Roland R. Bach, of Chicago, IIL, as Sixth Corps Area vice president; and 
Rey.

Class of 1887, USMA 

“Class of 1887,” A Biographical History 
of the Class of 1887 of the United States 
Vilitary Academy, by Brig. Gen. Nath- 
aniel F. McClure, USA-Ret. 236 pp. P.S8, 
Bound Publishing Co., Washington, D. C., 
180 Price S340. 

The biographical history of the Class 
of 1897 of the United States Military 
Academy, compiled under the direction of 
Brig. Gen. Nathaniel F. MeClure, USA- 
Ret., will be read with great interest, not 
only by the members of that class, but by 
all who have a kindred feeling for those 
in the military service. 

Work on the volume was initiated at 
West Point in June 1987 at the 50th An- 
niversary of the Graduation of the Class 
of ISO7. Since that time, General McClure 
and his associates in the work have de- 
voted a great deal of time to tracing down 
not only the members of the class who 
were graduated, but also those members 
who dropped out of the Academy for va- 
rious causes. The book evidences com- 
pleteness, containing every available fact 
about the members of a very noted class. 
It is written with a truly human touch 
that renders it a very interesting docu- 
ment. 

General McClure, in his historical 
sketch of the progress of the class through 
the four years at the Academy, devotes a 
considerable portion to outlining the 
nearly disastrous results that followed 
when virtually the entire class violated a 
newly imposed regulation forbidding 
members of the First Class to continue 
the annual practice of making a rush from 
summer camp to greet the members of the 
Second Class returning from summer fur- 
lough. General Wesley Merritt, of Civil 
War fame, was superintendent of the 
Academy and he determined that the cus- 
fom was unmilitary and undignified. He 
therefore issued an order that it be dis- 
continued, The Class of ‘97 held a meet- 
ing and agreed to abide by the new order. 
llowever, when the time came, the class 
was lathering under the restriction and 
when some member “to this day unidenti- 
fied, cried out ‘come on’ with a yell like a 
Comanche, away they went.” The rush 
had unhappy results. A court-martial 
was held and several members were or- 
dered dismissed from the Academy, with 
others sentenced to walk extra tours of 
guard duty. President Cleveland, how- 
ever, decided not to enforce the dismissals 
and mitigated the sentence. As a result, 
the members of the class that had not 
been convicted of participation in the 
rush, ceased all social activity because of 
the extra guard duty that was imposed on 
the guilty members. The situation was 
cleared several months later when the 
superintendent remitted all punishment. 

Throughout General MeClure’s book 
are litthe personal touches about one 
member or another that make for easy 
und interesting reading, as well as for 
a factual analysis of a West Point class 
fifty vears after graduation. It should 
serve as a model for future books of this 
kind.

Custer Museum Approved 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on a_ bill 
that would authorize the erection of a 
historical museum in Custer Battlefield 
National Cemetery in Montana. The bill 
is favored by the War Department and 
the Secretary of War would be author- 
ized to select a site for the museum, which 
would be a memorial to Lt. Col. George 
A. Custer and the officers and men under 
his command who were killed at the Bat- 
ile of Little Big Horn on June 25, 1876. 
An appropriation of $75,000 would be au- 
thorized and the Secretary of War would 
he authorized to accept for display in the 
museum appropriate relics of the Indian 
lighting era of the Army. 





Panama Canal Locks 

The bill authorizing the expenditure 
of $277,000,000 for the construction of an 
additional set of locks for the Panama 
Canal was brought before the Senate this 
week and after lengthy debate was re- 
committed to the Committee on Inter- 
oceanic Canals with instructions to limit 
the authority granted the Governor of 
the Panama Canal with regard to fixing 
wages of employees and entering into con- 
tracts for work, Several Senators opposed 
the wording of the bill granting the Gov- 
ernor the above mentioned authority on 
the grounds that it delegated “dictator- 
inl” powers. No Senator expressed opposi- 
tion to the construction of the additional 
locks, objections being limited to the 
question of the employment of aliens, 
wage scales and review of contracts

31, 1935, to read as follows: 


“Section 5a. That if during any fiscal year 
separations from the promotion list of the 
Regular Army and Philippine Scouts and by

officers from sixty-three to fifty years of age; 
Provided, That no officer in the grade of 
colonel less than 6) years of age, in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel less than fifty-eight 
years of age, in the grade of major less than 
fifty-five years, and in the grades below that 
of major less than 50 years of age, shall be 
retired under the provisions of this section: 
Provided further, That in any ‘one year in 
which retirements under the provisions of 
this section include all promotion list officers 
sixty-two years of age, the President shall 
order the retirement in order of age of such 
number of brigadier generals of the line sixty- 
two years of age or over as may be necessary 
in attaining the 4.35 per centum attrition for 
the fiscal year in question: Provided further, 
That separations from the active list among 
those officers scheduled to retire after July 
1 by reason of the application of this section 
to the fiscal year last preceeding shall not be 
counted as separations pertaining to the fiscal 
year in which the separation becomes effective 
but shall pertain solely to the fiscal year last 
preceeding; Provided further, That every offi- 
cer retired from active service under the pro 
visions of this section shall receive retired 
pay at the rate of 75 per centum of his active 
duty pay at the time of retirement and any 
officer so retired who shall not have com 
pleted twenty-three years of service for pay 
purposes shall be granted retirement pay 
computed at the rate provided for officers 
who have completed twenty-three years of 
service: Provided further, That every officer 
below the grade of colonel retired from active 
service under this section or heretofore or 
hereafter retired under existing laws, who 
served in the military or naval forces of the 
United States prior to November 12, 1918, 
shall be advanced upon the retired list one 
grade above that held by him at time of re- 
tiremnent, unless previously advanced under 
the provisions of existing law, and such ad- 
vancement shall not entitle the officer to in- 
creased retirement pay by reason thereof, but 
nothing contained in this proviso shall be 
deemed to nullify the provisions of existing 
laws which grant retirement at increased 
rank and pay under certain conditions: Pro- 
vided further, That all officers retired under 
the provisions of this section shall be placed 
on the unlimited retired list: Provided fur- 
ther, That no officer holding temporary rank 
as a general officer shall be retired under the 
provisions of this act while holding such 
temporary rank: Provided further, That any 
captain who is selected for retirement under 
the provisions of this section shall be given 
the option of retirement under the provisions 
of Section 5 of the Act of July 31, 1935 (49 
Stat. 505), with the rank and retired pay of 
a major of the same length of service: DPro- 
vided further, That in making any computa- 
tions under the provisions of this section, 
whenever a fraction oceurs in the number of 
officers involved in such computation the 
fraction shall be disregarded: Provided fur- 
ther, That in any fiscal year when the senara- 
tions from the promotion list hereinbefore re- 
ferred to exceed the 4.35 per centum, the ex- 
cess shall be credited to the next fiseal year 
and applied in determining the per centum 
of separations for that year: And provided 
further, That in administering the provisions 
of this section the determination of the specific 
officers to be retired shall depend upon the 
grade and age of each on June 30 of the fiseal 
year last preceeding, except that in the case 
of an officer of the Air Corps holding a 
temporary grade, selection for retirement 
shall depend on his temporary grade and age 
on June 30 of the fiscal year last preceeding. 
The determination by the President that an 
officer is to be retired under the provisions 
of this section shall, on or after June 30, 1940, 
operate to remove such officer from the pro- 
motion list pending his separation from the 
active list, but such removal shall not create 
a vacancy in the promotion list until such 
officer is actually retired or otherwise sepa- 
rated from the active list. This section shall 
be effective upon date of enactment and shall 
be applied initially to the fiscal year 1939. 
All laws and parts of laws, insofar as they are 
inconsistent with or in conflict with any of 
the provisions hereof are hereby amended or 
repealed.” 


Sec. 3. Section 6 of the said Act of July 31, 
1935, is hereby amended by inserting immedi- 
etely after the word “Act” in line 1, a comma, 
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followed by the expression “except as pro- 
vided in section 5a above.”

to 71 percent ; and the Chemical Warfare 
Service whose favor of the proposed 
measure declined from 64 to 62 percent. 

Virtually no change was noted in the 
Field Artillery which continued to prefer 
the measure by a percentage of 70, the 
Coast Artillery which stayed at 71 per- 
cent, and the Infantry which steadied at 
64 percent. 

Answers to question two, “Are you 
satisfied with the present promotion sys- 
tem and the rate of promotion it af- 
fords?”’, remained at 29 percent “yes” and 
71 percent “no.” Question three, “Do 
you believe some form of forced attrition 
is necessary?’, also remained virutally 
static, 69 percent replying in the affirma- 
tive. Question four, “Would you favor 
promotion by selection?”’, dropped a frac- 
tion of a percent from 14 to plus 13 per- 
cent. 

Officers of the promotion list whose 
ecards haye been delayed in the mail, or 
mislaid, may use the coupon printed on 
page 949 of this issue. 

Among the remarks included by officers 
in expressing their views are the follow- 
ing: 

1st Lt., CE—Form of forced attrition: 
“To iron out the hump yes, afterward 
no.” 

Maj., Inf.: “Promote captains to Major 
on years of service—20 years maximum 
—carry 50% as additional Majors—-for 
other 50% vacancies (say 150 to 200 per 
year)—retire 150 to 200 oldest officers 
regardless of grade. This would least 
affect present system.” 

Lt. Col., Inf.: “It would put me out in 
a hurry but is good for the Army as a 
whole.” 

Col, AC: “1. Two lists: Promotion 
List. Non-promotion List. 2. Officers to 
be transferred in grade to non-promotion 
list whenever by reason of physical con- 
dition or lack of aptitude they do not 
possess qualifications for promotion to 
higher grade, but are fully capable of 
performing limited service in grade. 8. 
Officers on non-promotion list to continue 
on active duty as long as their services 
are efficient up to age of 64 years.” 

Maj., QMC: “Demonstrated efficiency.” 

Capt., CE—Forced attrition: “Age in 
grade together with rigid physical and 
professional requirements.” 

Maj. Inf.: “It appears to me that no 
new legislation is needed. Why not carry 
out present policies.” 

Maj., Inf.: “1. Strict physical exams. 
2. Older officers in grade, since there is 
much administrative work around regular 
army posts, much duty with civilian com- 
ponents, it seems that a limited service 
list could be worked out.” 

Lt. Col, JAGD— Forced attrition: 
“Elimination of the least efficient on 
basis of officers records.” “Forced re- 
tirement of highly efficient officers for age 
in grade would crowd the retired list, 
jeopardize the whole retirement system, 
damage morale, waste public funds, and 
be grossly unjust both to the Government 
and the victims of the policy.” 

Maj., Inf.: “Retirement based upon effi- 
ciency rating.” 

Maj., GSC—Forced attrition: “Based 
on professional and physical fitness.” 

Capt., CE—Forced attrition: “Present 
bill.” 

Col, AC: “1, Strict adherance to the 
results of physical examinations. 2. Fdu- 
cational and professional attainment.” 

Maj. FA—Forced attrition: “Any sys- 
tem which is based entirely on age, in- 
stead of value to the Government—efli- 
ciency—is basically unsound. Under pres- 
ent system it is all but impossible to Class 
‘B’ an officer, yet it is generally conceded 
that there is a goodly number who should 
be. Also there are numerous individuals 
who are physically unfit. Until the War 
Dept. takes adequate steps to rid the 
service of these two classes, no forced at- 
trition is called for.” 

Capt., CE: “Age in grade plus rigid 
physical examination.” 

Maj., Inf.: “The chief concern is to 
have any Army which can protect the 
nation.” 

1st Lt., Inf.: “Age in grade retirement.” 





Maj., FA: “A bonafide retirement for 
physical disability.” 

Capt., SC—Forced attrition: “Age in 
grade; 10 year efficiency rating.” 

Maj. Inf.—Proposed age-in-grade re- 
tirement bill: “Modify the proposed bill 
so as to retire over age officers beginning 
with lowest efficiency rating in each grade 
and lower the age of each grade by two 
years. Example: If 200 must be retired 
allot 50 to each of 4 grades. Lump all 
Colonels over 58 and retire 50 having 
lowest rating.” 

Maj., QMC: “Reduce forced retirement 
age from 64 to 62. Eliminate every 
Colonel passed over in selection of B. G. 
or Chief of Branch.” 

Lt. Col., Cav.: “I believe that the Age 
in Grade retirement (attrition) will build 
up a ‘hump’ of young officers in the higher 
grades, eventually stopping promotion 
again.” 

Maj., Cav.: “Let officers retire at own 
request after 25 years at 75%. Change 
standard retirement age to 60 years.” 

Capt., Inf.: “1. Age in grade. 2. Rigid 
physical. 3. Liberalized retirement. (i.e. 
Advanced rank, % pay.)” 

Maj., Inf.: “By dropping from the top 
down those shown least efficient over 20 
year period. Drop at once all who have 
ever been tentatively in Class B.” 

Maj., Inf.:—Forced attrition: “Age in 
grade retirement.” “Believe the proposed 
bill is the proper solution.” 

Maj., AC—Forced attrition: “Age in 
grade and voluntary retirement at % pay 
in one increased grade.” “Do not favor 
proposed ‘freeze’ in field grade promo- 
tion.” 

Col., FA: “A long study fairly worked 
out by the Simonds board in 1930 or 31.” 
Lt. Col., FA: “Over age in grade 
physically unfit — voluntary retirement.” 

Maj., CAC—Forced attrition: “Rigid 
physical examinations. Age in grade re- 
tirement.” 

Maj. Cav: “The proposed age in grade 
retirement bill.” 

Col., CAC: “1. Make physical require- 
ments stringent and adhere to them. 2. 
Administer the class ‘B’ strictly as orig- 
inally designed—no politics. 3. Make the 
above apply to all grades, Company, Field 
and Generals.” 

Maj., CE: “Retire all officers with over 
30 years service regardless of age.” 

Lt. Col., CAC: — Forced attrition: 
“First, upon recommendation of Chief of 
Branch (to eliminate known deadwood 
that class B fails to reach). Second, by 
age, as proposed in pending legislation.” 


Baltic Dinner

The 19th Annual Convention in San 
Francisco May 25-27 drew a large at- 
tendance of Sojourners from all parts of 
the world.

cation in other than Publie Schools; (d) 
That proposed legislation looking to the 
centralized governmental control of Pub- 
lic Schools be viewed with disfavor.” 

Milwaukee was chosen for the 20th 
Annual Convention, May 23-25, 1940.

The Comptroller General this week 
ruled that “an officer of the Naval Re- 
serve advanced in time of peace is not en- 
titled to pay of the grade to which ad- 
vanced prior to acceptance of the office 
under his commission, the proviso in sec- 
tion 312 of the Naval Reserve Act of 1938, 
52 Stat. 1183, granting pay and allowance 
upon advancement to a higher grade or 
rank from the date of rank stated in the 
commission, being applicable only to pro- 
motions in time of war or national emer- 
gency.”

Annual field training for more than 3,- 
400 of the 3,608 officers and men of the 
Oregon National Guard will be conducted 
June 13-27, inclusive this year. Five troop 
trains and three motor convoys will carry 
the Oregon troops to the field training 
sites, 

Center of the annual maneuvers will be 
Camp Clatsop, rated one of the finest mili- 
tary cantonments in the United States. 
Located on the Oregon Coast Highway 
just ten miles south of historic Astoria, 
Oregon, the camp is only about fifteen 
minutes by motor to Fort Stevens, where 
the 249th Coast Artillery of the Oregon 
National Guard mans the harbor defense 
guns guarding the mouth of the Columbia 
river. 

Assembled at Camp Clatsop on June 13 
will be the 162d Infantry, 186th Infantry, 
249th Coast Artillery, State Staff and 
State Detachment. They will be joined on 
June 22 by the 218th Field Artillery which 
trains with its 155 millimeter howitzers 
on the Camp Murray range June 13-21 
and then completes training at Camp 
Clatsop. 

The only Oregon troops not receiving 
field training June 13-27 are the 41st 
Division and 82d Brigade Headquarters 
staff's; 41st Division Ileadquarters De- 
tachment; 82d Brigade Headquarters 
Company; and 41st Signal Company. 
These organizations will join with others 
from Idaho, Washington and Montana in 
4\st Division Command post exercises 
which Major General George A. White, 
41st Division and Oregon National Guard 
commander, has set for July 8-22 at Fort 
Lewis. 

Regimental problems which include 
two-day bivouacs and combat exercises 
near Camp Clatsop for the 162d and 186th 
Infantry regiments will feature the exer- 
cises this year. Climax of the field train- 
ing period will be the huge review and 
combat demonstration to be held at Camp 
Clatsop on Saturday, June 24. 

—-o- 

The Chief of the National Guard Bu- 
reau has written to the adjutants general 
of the various states relative to the con 
Solidated reports of classification in arms 
for the 1988 target practice season. The 
letter points out that of the whole Na- 
tional Guard of the country: a. Fifty- 
seven per cent qualified; b. forty-three 
per cent failed to qualify and ec. Thirty 
per cent were excused from firing for va- 
rious reasons. 

More than 30,000 individual members 
of the National Guard required to fire a 
qualification course with some weapon 
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failed to qualify because of being ex- 
cused from firing. It would appear, thus, 
that the potential combat efficiency of the 
National Guard is reduced accordingly. 

Further than this reduction in efficiency 
is the more important point that the mem- 
bers excused from firing also reduce the 
amount of ammunition supplied for 
qualifications, as these allowances are 
based on a presumption of full partici- 
pation of the National Guard in prescribed 
target practice. These allowances have 
been increased from time to time, but the 
Chief, National Guard Bureau says that 
“such a widespread departure from fir- 
ing requirements indicates that a sub- 
stantial reduction in the amounts pro- 
vided may be necessary.” 

Unit and organization commanders are 
urged to give this matter close attention 
and require that every man, whom regu- 
lations specify must qualify, does so with 
the weapon with which he is armed, with 
a view of securing the maximum accom 
plishment of required firing of the va 
rious weapons in the hands of troops and 
justifying the very liberal amounts of 
ammunition furnished.

Active Duty for Air Reserves 

A statement of policy to govern the 
administration of calling Air Corps Re- 
serve oflicers to extended active duty un- 
der the recently enacted National De- 
fense expansion bill was issued this week 
by the War Department. All previous 
policies, which were based on earlier laws, 
have been rescinded, it being pointed out 
that extended active duty for Air Re- 
serve oflicers is now governed by the Act 
of April 3, 1939. Under the new law a 
tutal not to exceed 3,000 reserve officers at 
one time is authorized to be placed on ac- 
tive duty to bring the Air Corps up to its 
newly augmented strength, 

The statement follows: 


“In conformity with the expressed language 
of Sections 5, 10 and 11 of an Act of Congress 
‘To provide more effectively for the National 
defense by carrying out the recommendations 
of the President in his message of Jan, 12, 
1030 to the Congress,’ Publie No. 18—T6th 
Congress (II. R. 3791), approved April 3, 19388 
and in consideration of its intent, the follow 
ing policy will govern the administration of 
calling Air Corps Reserve officers to extended 
active duty with the Air Corps: 

“a, Effective April 3, 1939, and thereafter, 
newly appointed Air Corps Reserve officers, 
to the extent authorized by appropriations, 
will be called, with their consent, to extended 
active duty with the Regular Army Air Corps, 
in the grade of Second Lieutenant for a period 
of one (1) year, which may be extended upon 
recommendation of the Chief of the Air Corps. 
See d below. 

“b. Air Corps Reserve officers who, on April 
3, 1939, were on active duty with the Air 
Corps, under the provisions of Section 1 of 
the Act of June 16, 1936, are on active duty 
under the Act of April 3, 1989. The active duty 
of those officers, on this duty April 3, 1939, 
whose orders provide for their rellef from 
active duty subsequent to April 2, 1940, will 
terminate on that date by operation of the 
Act of April 3, 1089, unless sooner terminated 
by proper authority, See d below. 

“ce, In addition to the two eategories of Air 
Corps Reserve officers referred to in preced 
ing paragraphs, the Chief of the Alr Corps is 
authorized to recommend such numbers of 
Air Corps Reserve officers for extended active 
duty under authority of the Act of April 3, 
1930, as may be required to meet the needs 
of the Alr Corps within the limits of avail 
able appropriations, but who are not now on 
netive duty status, All such assignments to 
active duty will be in the grade of Second 
Lieutenant and will be for periods of not to 
exceed one year as recommended by the 
Chief of the Alr Corps. See d below. 

“d. The tours of active duty of Air Corps 
Reserve officers, may under the act of April 
3, 1939, on recommendation of the Chief of the 
Air Corps, be extended not to exceed a total 
of seven (7) years’ active service in all, until 
July 1, 1949, and thereafter, not to exceed a 
total of five (5) years active service in all. 
Extensions will be for periods of not to ex- 
ceed one (1) year at one time, Applications 
for extension of active duty should be sub 
mitted not more than ninety (90) days, or less 
than thirty (30) days, prior to the termina 
tion of the current tour of active duty. 

“oe, Air Corps Reserve officers who are now 
on extended active duty, and those Alr Corps 
Reserve officers who have previously served 
with the Regular Army Air Corps on ex- 
tended active duty, will, if otherwise quali 
fied, be promoted to the grade of First Lieu 
tenant, Air Corps Reserve, at the conclusion 
of three (3) years accumulated extended ac- 
tive duty with the Air Corps. 

“f, In no case will any Alr Corps Reserve 
officer remain on extended active duty with 
the Regular Army Air Corps, under the pro 
vision of the Act of April 3, 1939, for more 
than seven (7) years in all, until July 1, 1949,

Financial Digest 

The House Ways and Means Committee 
is giving careful consideration to changes 
in the existing tax structure. Elimination 
of the remnant of the Surplus Profits tax, 
modification of the Capital Gains tax, a 
flat tax on corporation net incomes ex- 
ceeding $25,000 annually, and considera- 
tion of two and perhaps three years losses 
in corporation income tax returns, are 
probable. In addition, the nuisance taxes 
will be extended, and finally a joint Com- 
mittee of Congress will be created to 
study the laws in force with a view to 
removing any provisions which act as 
business deterrents. It is expected the 
security tax for the current year will be 
frozen which will be a help particularly 
to small businesses, 

Appearing before the Ways and Means 
Committee, Secretary Morgenthau de- 
clared that preservation of our demo- 
cratic form of government over a long 
period of years requires a fiscal program 
which will promote free enterprise and 
private investment, attainment of full 
business recovery, maintenance of sound 
public finances, and a just distribution of 
tax burdens and a more equitable dis- 
tribution of the National income, This 
matter of a more equitable distribution of 
our National income can only mean that 
through taxes the Government will take 
from the well to do and through public 
works give to those less well off, those, 
for example, who need help because of 
uge or unemployment. The House Appro 
priations Committee will report within a 
week or ten days the relief appropriation 
of 1.7 billions, and also in ull probability 
a Public Works bill of 600 millions. Thus 
there is no reduction in revenue in pros- 
pect, and, indeed, the President and the 
Secretary have stated that any tax cut 
must be made up in other directions. 

Of particular interest to the Service is 
the following excerpt regarding the ar- 
mament race from Mr. Morgenthau’s 
stutement to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee : 

“Great Britain in the present fiscal year 
is spending $3,000,000,000 on military ex- 
penditures, or almost 50 per cent of its 
national budget; France is devoting over 
40 per cent of its national governmental 
expenditures to the same purpose; Italy, 
hO per cent; Germany probably 60 per 
cent; Japan over 70 per cent; and it is 
reported that Russia has just authorized 
an increase of about 50 per cent in budget 
allowances for armament. These huge ex- 
penditures are being financed largely by 
borrowing. The race is becoming more 
intense and there is no end in sight. 

“In this connection it is interesting to 
note that in our budget for this fiscal year 
expenditures for national defense are 
nbout 12 per cent of total expenditures. 
Kor us these developments present the 
danger that they may involve us in in- 
creased cost for national defense here and 
that they may result in monetary in- 
stability abroad and disruption of our 
commerce, the consequences of which we 
cannot fully predict, 

“No proper solution of any major prob- 
lem facing this government today can be 
achieved without full consideration of 
the impact on our country of the present 
international crisis, 

“The unmistakable implication of the 
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international situation is that we should 
give serious attention to our future fiscal 
position and redouble our efforts to at- 
tain full recovery. High national income 
und a sound fiscal position are essential 
to adequate national defense, It is against 
this background that we re-examine our 
fiscal program.” 

In the hope of raising cotton prices, a 
conference of the Nations growing the 
staple has been called, Great interest has 
heen aroused by the announcement that 
Mrs. Roosevelt is on the program next 
week of the National-Right-To-Work 
Congress, which is sponsored by the 
Workers Alliance of America, left-wing 
organization of WPA enrollees and un- 
employed.

or more than five (5) years in all thereafter. 
Those who on July 1, 1949, have completed 
five (5) years or more active duty will be re 
turned to an inactive status, 

“gv At the conclusion of three (3) years con 

tinuous active duty with the Regular Army 
Air Corps, beginning June 16, 1936, or there- 
after, any Air Corps Reserve officer who has 
not been selected for commission tn the Reg 
ular Army will be entitled to a lump sum of 
100.00, which sum shall be in addition to 
any pay and allowance which he may other 
wise be entitled to receive and which will be 
paid to him only when he is returned to an 
inactive status. 

“h. For the purpose of computing three (3) 
years’ service which entitles Air Corps Re 
serve officers to a gratuity of $500.00, hereto- 
fore referred to, continuous active duty with 
the Air Corps rendered from June 16, 1036 and 
thereafter, only will be counted, 

“|. In the event that any Air Corps Reserve 
officer's services are deemend to be unsatis- 
factory, or if it is found to be for the con- 
venience of the Government, his tour of ex- 
tended active duty will be terminated in the 
manner now prescribed for all Reserve offi- 
cers on active duty for more than fifteen (15) 
days. 

“j, The Chief of the Air Corps will be re- 
sponsible for recommending inclusion in all 
estimates, the funds required to provide for 
the pay and allowances of all Air Corps Re- 
serve officers on extended active duty, and 
the $500.00 lump sum gratuity authorized in 
the Act of April 3, 1939.” 





Panay Executive Honored 


A Distinguished Service Medal has been 
presented to Lt. Arthur I, Anders, execu- 
tive officer of the ill-fated Panay, while 
Lt. Henry M. Marshall, now serving on 
the Cassin, has been awarded the Navy 
Cross, 

In presenting the medal to Lieutenant 
Anders, the Navy Cross previously 
awarded to him for his conduct aboard the 
Panay was recalled. The Distinguished 
Service Medal was presented by Vice 
Adm. John Willis Greenslade with the 
following citation of the Navy Depart- 
ment: 

“For extraordinary heroism in a duty of 
great responsibility as executive officer of the 
USS Panay on the occasion of the bombing 
and loss of that vessel on December 12, 1987. 
Although severely wounded and suffering 
severe loss of blood and power of speech, 
Lieutenant Anders remained at his post of 
duty directing the fire of the Panay’s ma 
chine gun battery and supervising abandon 
ship operations, giving his orders and com 
mands in writing and thinking only of the 
safety of the ship and those on board.” 

Lieutenant Marshall was awarded the 
Navy Cross “for extraordinary heroism in 
the line of his profesion” after an engine- 
room accident aboard the Cassin, Aug. 
18. 1987. His citation read, in part, as 
follows: 

“While the fireroom was still filled with 
steam and subjected to intense heat, Lieu 
tenant Marshall, without hesitation, entered 
the flireroom from the weather deck by way 
of the starboard airlock and succeeded in 
passing a line around an injured Navy Yard 
workman, thereby effecting his removal from 
the fireroom, After a few minutes on deck 
he returned to the fireroom and assisted in 
the rescue operations until again weakened 
by the heat he was forced to the weather 
deck.” 

The officer made two other trips to the 
fireroom, supervising all rescue and sal- 
vage operations, 





Merchant Marine 


On three fronts the Maritime Commis- 
sion is ready to make good for the second 
time its boast of 50 new ships a year for 
the next 10 years. 

Bids were asked this week for construc- 
tion of the C-1 type cargo ship. 

Final plans are now being drafted for 
three luxury trans-Pacific liners— larger 
even than the America now building at 
Newport News—on which bids will be 
asked about Nov. 1. 

The Seas Shipping Company is prepar- 
ing plans for three new cargo ships for 
its Robin Line to South and East Africa, 
to be constructed under the terms of its 
subsidy contract with the government. 
The company also has increased its 
capital by $500,000. : 

Last year the Maritime Commission 
exceeded its quota by two ships, having 
placed contracts for 52 ships, some of 
which are now in service. So far this 
year contracts have been let for 14 ships, 
leaving 36 to go. Seas Shipping Com- 
puny and the American President Lines, 
which will build the luxury liners with 
mortgages guaranteed by the government 
under Title XI of the 1936 Merchant 
Marine Act, will between them account 
for six of this balance. 

An indeterminate number of C-1’s will 
be contracted for. The commission will 
award contract for not more than five 
ships to any one yard, and after making 
such an award to the low bidder—pro- 
vided satisfactory bids are received 
will negotiate with the other bidders to 
obtain satisfactory bids on which to place 
additional contracts, 


Biggest Ships 

The C-1’s when built will then be sold 
to American citizens for operation on 
foreign trade routes. It is indicated that 
they will be 413 feet long, have a beam 
of 60 feet, draft of about 24 feet, develop 
4,000 horsepower and a speed of 14 knots. 
They will be of 5028 gross tons and have 
a cargo capacity of 451,288 cubie feet, of 
which 7,560 cubie feet will be refriger- 
ated. Comdr. Howard L. Vickery, USN, 
senior assistant to the chairman of the 
Maritime Commission, recently conferred 
in San Francisco with officials of Ameri- 
can President Lines over the premlim- 
inary plans for the trans-Pacifie liners. 
As a result of those conferences work is 
now being begun on the final plans. 

The proposed vessels will be between 
34,000 and 387,000 gross tons, displace 
40,000 to 45,000 tons, have a speed of 24 
knots, length of 760 feet and draft of 28 
feet. By comparison, the America which 
will go into the trans-Atlantic trade next 
fall as the biggest American-built ship 
will have a displacement of 34,000 tons, 
length of 723 feet, speed of 22 knots. 

The Seas Shipping Company vessels, as 
now being planned, will be 450 feet long, 
have beam of 66 feet, deadweight of 9,500 
tons, 600,000 cubie feet of cargo space 
with 40,000 cubic feet of refrigerated 
cargo space, 

Both a normal shaft horsepower of 
6,000, giving a speed of 15% knots, and 
ni horsepower of 8,000, giving 164% knots 
are being considered. 

The commission now has under con- 
struction or constructed the America, 12 
high speed tankers, 20 C-2 cargo ships, 
4 combination ships for American Ex- 
port Lines, 16 C-3 cargo ships, 8 combina- 
tion ships for Mississippi Shipping Co. 
and 10 ©C-3 combinations. 

Some of the tankers and C-2’s are al- 
ready off the ways. 

Three More Leounchings 

Next launching scheduled is the Stag- 
hound, a C-2 vessel which will take the 
water at Newport News June 21, spon- 
sored by Martha Macy Hill, great-great- 
great granddaughter of Capt. Samuel 
Reneroft Hussey, master of the original 
Staghound. The Mormaecwren (Northern 
Light) is scheduled tentatively for 
launching at Chester, Pa., July 1, and the 
Lightning at Kearny, N. J., July 15.

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Annapolis Commencement 

June week at the United States Naval 
Academy was concluded Thursday with 
brilliant out-door commencement exer- 
cises at which Admiral William D. Leahy, 
chief of naval operations, delivered the 
address to the graduating class and pre- 
sented the diplomas on behalf of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt “our Sailor President of 
the United tSates.” 

In his address Admiral Leahy told the 
graduates: “You are entering the most 
competitive of all professions of the gov- 
ernment—that of a commissioned officer 
of the United States Navy. Your commis- 
sioned record begins on your first ship 
and the last report to complete that record 
will be submitted when you leave the 
active service. You will be scrupulously 
observed by your superiors, and consider- 
ing the fallibility of human opinion, their 
reports over a reasonable period of time 
will give as exact a measure of your 
character, achievements, and professional 
qualifications, as can be obtained in any 
conceivable way.” 

Continuing, Admiral Leahy said: 

“From the history of the United States and 
that of our profession you will learn with 
what unselfish devotion your predecessors 
gave their best energies to the task of achiev 
ing our independence, and in establishing and 
preserving a free government. Such study 
is recommended for its inspirational value to 
the officer and it truly gives an understand 
ing conception of that general term which 
we call ‘Americanism.’ 

“To understand naval policy you must be 
conversant with the national policy which 
necessitates continued study of a comprehen 
sive and ever changing picture at home and 


abroad that is in the present time causing 
a considerable increase in our preparations 
for national defense. 

“The character of the Naval Services will 
be reflected often by an individual officer.

To 
inspire confidence, respect, and loyalty, epite 
mizes the outstanding qualities of successful 
leaders. Confidence in oneself is gained by a 
mastery of profession; respect is inspired by 
your exercise of authority, your bearing and 
your personality; while the loyalty accorded 
to you is proportionate to your sense of jus 
tice, your industry, and your ability to in 
spire others. The Naval Academy has done its 
best to give you a ground work in the ab 
sorbing subject of leadership, and now you 
will be faced with its practical application in 
the Fleet. Perseverance and introspection will 
achieve results. 

“A well known contemporary writer has 
made the following pertinent observation: 

“‘*Doctors and Army and Navy officers 
have in them something of the same holy zeal 
of a monk. Their professions call for a re 
nunciation of worldly wealth and place; they 
work for the joy of the job and get little 
thanks and much criticism for it, and are 
never really appreciated until a grave emer 
geney arises.’

“With a counsel to remain always stead 
fast in your devotion to the ideals of America 
inherited from our fathers, to be considerate 
of the ideals of other peoples, to strive for 
peaceful solutions of differences, and to hold 
your personal honor of higher value than all 
else; I have the privilege today of extending 
to you from the Navy a welcome to full mem 
bership in the brotherhood of sea officers of 
America, and to deliver your earned and just 
ly prized diplomas.”

It. Lewis, Wash.,—Maj. Gen. Walter 
(. Sweeney, commanding Fort Lewis and 
the 3d Division, has announced that 
troops of the 3d “Rock of the Marne” Di- 
vision paid honor to visiting royalty on 
May 28rd, upon the occasion of the visit 
to Fort Lewis of Crown Prince Olav and 
Crown Princess Martha of Norway. 

A review and a series of impressive 
demonstrations, including firing by In- 
fantry and artillery, tank demonstrations, 
chemical demonstrations, and a simulated 
gas attack by attack planes was included 
on the program prepared for the enter- 
tainment of the royal couple. Eight thous- 
and troops from four Western states, con- 
centrated at the Fort for a month’s in- 
tensive training, marched in the largest 
formation of Regular Army troops in Fort 
Lewis history. 

In honor of the occasion, Major Gen- 
eral Sweeney extended invitations to dis- 
tinguished personages throughout the 
Western United States to be present as 
his guests at the ceremonies. Included in 
those present were Maj. Gen. Albert J. 
Bowley, commander of the Ninth Corps 
Area, Governor Clarence D, Martin of 
the State of Washington, Maj. Gen. 
George A. White, Adjutant General of 
Oregon and commander of the 41st Divi- 
sion, National Guard, and Brig. Gen. 
Maurice G. Thompson, Adjutant General 
of Washington. 

The royal couple, travelling by train 
from Portland, Oregon, arrived at Nis- 
qually, some three miles from Fort 
Lewis, shortly after noon. Here they 
were met by a delegation from nearby 
* cities and escorted to the Fort, where they 
were greeted by Major General Bowley 
and Major General Sweeney.

West Point, N. Y.—A large crowd of 
spectators, predominantly Army, with a 
scattering of Navy, filled the new con- 
crete stands at the North Athletic Field, 
here Saturday afternoon, as the cadet 
track and field team won its ninth victory 
over the Midshipmen in the series of 13 
service school matches, which started 
back in 1923. Scoring 81 points to Navy’s 
45, the Army won by the greatest mar- 
gin since 1928, when the cadets scored 
841% points to Navy’s 4114. After the last 
event was completed, the 5,000 spectators 
filed to Doubleday Field, and saw an 
errorless baseball game, taken by the 
cadets by the close score of 4 to 1 

Although Army’s track team was un- 
defeated this year, the cadets had to come 
through with their best performance of 
the year, to defeat the Navy trackmen 
so decisively. But by capturing 9 of the 
14 first places and tieing another, Army 
predominated throughout, and had the 
meet won before the last event was com- 
pleted. Unexpected sweeps in the 220 
yard dash and the broad jump had much 
to do with the final results. 

Navy took the first event of the after- 
noon, when Mishipman Barney Oldfield, 
won the mile run, in 4:25.9 from Cadet 
St. Clair. Midshipman Harby was third. 
Oldfield took an early lead, and won by 
ten yards. However, Army evened things, 
when Galen Eaton won the 440 yard dash 
from Bunting in 50.2 seconds, with Larsen 
third. This was one of the most exciting 
matches of the day, Eaton trailing by a 
stride until he turned into the stretch, 
when he made his effort and gradually 
drew up to the speeding Bunting to win 
by astride. Again Navy went ahead when 
Chabot took the 100 yard dash, from Caf- 
fee and Mullin, winning in 10.3 seconds. 
With a strong south wind blowing, it was 





evident that the sprinters would be un- 
able to match previous times, but this 
did not prevent hard fought contests. 
Gillis took the 120 yard hurdles in 15.5 
seconds, and with Offers third, Army took 
a lead that was not to be headed through- 
out the remainder of the meet. 


The 880 yard run, won by Frank de 
Latour was perhaps the outstanding per- 
formance of the afternoon, the cadet 
breaking the Army and the Army-Navy 
meet records with a time of 1 :54.9. Allow- 
ing Navy to set the pace, the lanky cadet 
finished the first quarter in 55 seconds, 
but was running easily. It was only when 
the two leaders reached the turn of the 
stretch that deLatour made his bid, the 
cadet’s final drive carrying him in front 
immediately and he won by a ten yard 
margin. When the cadets took all three 
places in the 220, Army’s hopes rose and 
it looked as if victory was in sight. Mul- 
lin, Caffee and Hutson took the three 
places in that order. Cadets Schellman 
and Podufaly took first and second over 
Navy’s Clancy in the two mile run, and 
Gillis captured the high hurdles with 
Midshipman Bunting second, and Cadet 
Eaton third, to end the track events. 


The field events also went to Army, 
but by a slighter margin. Army took 
three first places and tied for the place in 
the high jump. Ralph Ross captured the 
pole vault, breaking the meet record with 
a leap of 13 feet 7 inches. However, his 
attempt to break his Army record of 14 
feet was unsuccessful. Cadet Roedy took 
the shot put, with a heave of 43 feet and 
*% inches. Roedy won the event on his 
last throw, Midshipman McGrath being 
well ahead until the Cadet made his best 
throw of the year. Midshipmen Karl and 
Hlansen took the javelin and discus 
throws, with Army taking seconds and 
thirds in both events, but Army took all 





three places in the broad jump, when 
Willis, Ball, and Griffiths all jumped over 
22 feet. This clinched the meet, and the 
points which were divided in the high 
jump tie for first place were not needed. 
Cadets Gray and Warren, and Midship- 
man Gardner divided up the points, all 
having jumped 5 feet 11 inches. 

Cadet Tom Davis, baseball and football 
veteran, was the hero of the baseball 
game, the husky right-hander pitching a 
six hitter, and keeping the Navy safeties 
well scattered. He gave only one base on 
balls, struck out six, and had two singles 
and one double in four times at bat. His 
single in the 5th inning started Army’s 
batting rally which accounted for two 
runs, and his double in the 8th brought 
Clement home for another. 


Both teams played errorless ball. Navy 
took a one-run lead in the 4th inning, 
when Davis walked Mann, who scored on 
Niles double. However, the Midshipmen 
were able to get a runner to third only 
once after that let-up, Thompson getting 
on the corner sack, after he had singled, 
and advanced on McGuiness’ sacrifice fly 
and an infield out. Davis then struck out 
Mann for the third out. In the 8th Navy 
again threatened when two singles filled 
first second. However, with one out Me- 
Guiness lined to Clement who doubled 
Thompson at first base. 

Army took the lead away from Navy 
in the fifth when Davis singled, Kasper 
singled, Volk sacrificed and Gilbert came 
through with a timely safety, both Davis 
and Kasper scoring. In the 7th, Kasper 
doubled, advanced on Polk’s sacrifice, and 
again scored when Gilbert singled. A walk 
to Clement in the 8th inning, followed by 
Davis’ double accounted for the last Army 
run. 

The victory was Army’s nineteenth in 
the traditional series to Navy’s 13.
